The Breeding Farm s of Flue Horses, 
Cattle and Other Stock—The F a­ 
mous Orchards, Vineyards and 
Vegetable Farm s— Etc. 


The R eco rd -U n io n presents herew ith a 
map, in outline, showing the immediate 
railroad connections of the city of Sacra­ 
mento. 
It will serve to illustrate in fair 
degree the commercial centrality of the 
city of Sacramento, and which is given new 
importance by the practical completion of 
the railway from Sacramento to the city of 
Portland, Oregon. 
It would have been 
very agreeable to us, had tim e served, to 
have shown upon this map all the branch 
roads relating to the California railroad 
system, but the map was adjusted to our 
space on a short order, and some of the 
connections were not drawn in. 
The 
reader must therefore relate to the Sacra­ 
mento area some outlying branch and con­ 
necting roads not shown ; as, for instance, 


TH E NARROW-GAUGE 
Line from Nevada City to Colfax, the road 
leading from Elm ira northerly into an ex­ 
ceeding rich section; the narrow-gauge 
line crossing the main system at Lodi, and 
known as the San Joaquin and Sierra Ne­ 
vada ; 
so, too, the road now under con­ 
struction from out Sonoma county to con­ 
nect w ith the trunk system in Solano 
county, near Benicia. 
Also the projected 
lines to tap the Lake county and Men­ 
docino 
sections, «nd 
the 
line 
from 
the 
town of Colusa 
to the N orthern 
Railway, are all tributary to the com­ 
merce of Sacramento. 
But the pur)>ose is 
to show the immediate railroad connec­ 
tions of this city. 
Sacramento was orig­ 
inally merely the head of navigation for 
the class of steamers capable of navigating 
the bay, and from this point boats navi­ 
gated the upper Sacramento and the 
Feather rivers as they still do. In 18-52 the 


SACRAMENTO VALLEY RAILROAD 
Was constructed from this city to Folsom, 
and connection was thereafter made by 
rail with Shingle Springs, and only the 
other day the R ecord-U n io n published 
the 
gratifying 
news 
that 
the 
line 
is at once to be extended 
to Placer- 
ville, thus 
opening 
the 
rich timber, 
fruit, vine and mineral lands of El Dorado 
to the Sacramento market, making this 
city the depot for the trade and traffic of 
one of the richest and most promising 
sections of the State. 
Following the 
building of the Sacramento Valley road 
came the 
CENTRAL PACIFIC 
Eastward from Sacramento, and opening 
up to our trade all the central mountain, 
and all the transmontano and territorial 
region 011 the east and northeast. 
Upon 
the heels of the Central Pacific came the 
construction of the W estern Pacific, now 
a part of the Central Pacific system, and 
operated with it by the Southern Pacific 
Company. 
This road leads southerly and 
then westerly from Sacramento, traversing 
the richest }>ortion of the lower Sacra­ 
mento valley, crossing the Han Joaquin 
valley and thence through the fruitful 
regions of eastern Alameda and to San 
Francisco. 
Subsequently a line from 
Tracv followed down the natural water 
shed to tide water and along (lie shore of 
Suisun bay to Martinez, unitingthere with 
the line skirting the southern coast of 
San Pablo bay reaching Oakland through 
the richest shore lands of Contra Costa 
county. 
Following the building of the 
W estern Pacific came the consolidation of 
the 
CALIFORNIA PACIFIC RAILROAD 
W ith the Central Pacific system. 
This 
road leads from Sacramento across the 
low lands on the west of the Sacramento 
river, through Yolo and Solano counties to 
Benicia, where it connects w ith the lire 
for San Francisco, just referred to. 
Orig­ 
inally this road terminated at Vallejo, but 
latterly a cnt-off was built from Suisun to 
Benicia. 
The original line, however, is 
operate»! from Suisun to Vallejo, and con­ 
nects with the Napa valley system, and 
will presently, by connection with a line 
coming out of Sonoma county, relate Sac­ 
ram ento directly with the Sonoma coast 
reiriou aud the Sonoma system of railways. 


T H E SOUTXF.RN PACIFIC 
Road iroiu Lathrop down the great Sac, 
Joaquin valley came next in historic 
order. 
T he connections made with thvs 
road, t.nd which arc of importance to the 
trade of Sacramento, 
aside 
from 
its 
through business to the far south and Ari­ 
zona T erritory, are the Stockton an»l Cop- 
peropolis road, the road from G alt, in this 
county, 10 lone, in Amador county; theSar. 
Joaquin and Sierra Nevada road, crossing 
the line at Lodi, in Sac Joaquin county: 
the arm of the trunk line from Nilec 
to San Jose, connecting this city di­ 
rectly w ith 
the 
Santa 
Clara 
valley, 
aud w ith Monterey, Santa Cruz and the rich 
«•oast valleys south from Mositereynow }>en- 
ctrated by rail, and which is to lap the 
whole line of ooa--t section southward. 


T H E CALIFORNIA AND OREGON 
R ailroad was, perhaps, next to the con­ 
struction of the Central Pacific, the most 
im portant road for Sacramento. 
It runs 
from Sacram ento northw ard up the whole 
length of the great Sacram ento valley, and 
latterly has, after overcoming topograph­ 
ical difficulties of greatest magnitude, been 
pushed by its constructors to the Oregon 
line, or ho near to it that hut a few mites 
will be needed to close up the gap. 
H ere it 
will 
unite with 
the Oregon 
and California Railroad owned by the 
same company and now operated from the 
State line to Portland. 
It cuta acroa* the 
Roguy R iver vallev. one of the 


MOST FE R T IL E 
! 
In tho-world, and one of the oldest settled 
agricultural regions of the »x>ast; next, 
it taps the Umpqua River valley, and 
finally enters the great valley of the 
W illam ette and relates Sacramento to the 
entire Central and Western Oregon trade, 
and largely to the whole trade of the 
northwest. 
It may 1m- said in passing that 
our m erchants are already feeling the in­ 
fluence of this railway connection, and are 
commanding a trade heretofore unknown 
to them in that section. 
Eventually, 
either from near the State line, or by way 
of the I)eer creek, or of the Fedonia pass, 
lines of rail must pash into Southeastern 
Oregon, and crossing it to Idaho, tap the 
whole rich northwest, and thus relate Sac 
ram ento to a trade section in which she 
will bo able to compete with any rivals. 
From Davisville, but a few miles westerly 
from Sacramento on the line of the Cali­ 
fornia Pacific road, 


TH E NORTHERN RAILW AY 
Takes its departure up the valley of the 
Sacramento, on the west side of the .Sacra­ 
mento river, and unites with the original 
line at Tehama. Connecting with this line 
is the narrow-gauge road from Colusa to a 
point near W illiams,and from which junc­ 
tion it is pushing coastward into Lake 
county, being already operated some fifteen 
miles westward of the junction. 
Above 
this point a line of road is now building 
from Willows, on the N orthern Railway 
line, westward into Round valley, to the 
Eel river section, down which stream it 
will eventually push to the coast, and 
thence to Humboldt bay, and 
thence 
northward to Astoria, at the mouth of the 
Columbia. 
ANOTHER CONNECTION 
Of the highest inqiortanee to Sacramento, 
is that which it is now assured will be 
made, a line from Woodland, on the N orth­ 
ern Railway—a city in frequent daily 
communication with Sacramento over the 
California Pacific and N orthern lines—to 
Madison, 011 the west, from which point 
the Cache Valley Railroad (connecting 
with the Vaca Valley and Clear Lake 
Railroad at Madison), is being constructed 
northwardly into the Clear Lake country. 
It is wholly needless to dwell upon the 
great importance of this eastern outlet for 
the rich lands of the Lake region and the 
Yolo valleys, and the vital interest Sacra­ 
mento has in it. 


ON TH E EAST SIDE 
Of the Sacramento River, from Marysville 
on the California line, the California 
Northern Railroad runs to Oroville, the 
heart of a citrus fruit section now develop­ 
ing into new and great inqiortanee, and 
which is attracting much attention on the 
part of investors. 
It is understood that 
the Therm alita Colony people, near Oro­ 
ville, desire and propose to construct a 
li le of railway from Oroville to Biggs, on 
the line of the California and Oregon 
Road. 
From Redding on the California 
and Oregon Road, it is proposed, we learn, 
by the people immediately affected, to con­ 
struct a railroad to Fall River. If built 
it will open up a fine agricultural, mineral, 
lumber and stock section. On the line of 
the Central Pacific from Colfax, the Ne­ 
vada County Narrow Gauge Railroad runs 
to the prosperous cities of Grass Valley 
and Nevada City, relating Sacramento d i­ 
rectly to the trade of a fine section of lower 
range mountain lands, of horticultural and 
mineral wealth. 
It is a pleasing task to 
point out in detail 


TH E COMMERCIAL SIGNIFICANCE 
Of the connections which we have rapidly 
sketched. 
It will be seen at a glanee how 
admirably the city is situated to com­ 
mand, as it is doing, an immense trade. 
We have ¡11 tiiis sketch made no reference 
to the several lines of road connecting 
with the Central Pacific la-yond the Sierra 
range, and which all contribute trade to 
Sacram ento; 
nor have we dwelt upon the 
southern connections, nor yet the import­ 
ant topic—which columns would not serve 
to exhaust—of the great railroad artery 
connecting the Columbia with the G ulf of 
Mexico, aud uniting the greatest river of 
the North with the “ Father of W aters” 
at its mouth in the extreme South. This 
artery, now all hut complete, is to throb 
with a commerce of immense volume and 


I M M BASURA ISLE IMPORTANCE, 
And Sacramento is upon its very breast. 
It will develop the great central valleys of 
California, anil make them teem with 
millions of industrious people; aud in the 
very heart of this region, midway ljotween 
the two valleys and touching them on 
either hand, is the city of Sacramento, 
commanding bv rail east, west, north and 
south, a trade second only to that of the 
metropolis, and blessed not only with rail 
facilities and connections unsurpassed upon 
the coast, but enjoying also the chief seat 
of importance uoon the principal naviga­ 
ble river of the itate. 
In other articles the U bcord-U nion has 
pointed out the benefits to ¡low to Sacra­ 
mento from the extension of the railroad 
to Placerville. 
It is needless, therefore, to 
further remark upon it now. 
A projected 
road from near Sacramento to Oleta in 
Amador county is shown upon our map. 
Should it be txmstructed, it will prove a 
fine feeder to this city, and open up to this 
market the richest foothill sections of 
Amador county. 


T H E COMMERCE OF SACRAMENTO. 
Having now pointed out rapidly the 
rail and water connections of Sacramento, 
aud indicated its geographical and rail­ 
road significance, let us devote some brief 
space to the commerce anti trade of the 
city. 
Sacramento is the chief depot of trade 
in the interior of the State, because of its 
location at the very feet of the Sierra 
mountains, and at the same time at the 
point of junction »>f the two greatest agri­ 
cultural valleys of the State. 
It is, as we 
have shown, a railroad center and also 
the chief seat on the chief navigable river 
of the State. 
It is really the geographical 
center as well as the interior commercial 
pivot of the State, an»l for these reasons is 
chosen by the people as the State Capital 
Here are situated houses jobbing under 
better conditions than are possible at the 
metropolis. 
For they are nearer to the 
consumers of the centra! and northern 
section, and thereby save to them freight 
carriage cost equal to the charge lietween 
San Francisco and Sacramento, besides 


ECONOMIZING TIM E 
In filling orders 
Sacramento jobbers re­ 
ceive their supplies by rail on precisely 
the same terms as are enjoyed by the great 
metropolis, it being a term inal or compet­ 
ing point, and recognized as such for 
through traffic by Eastern roads. 
Business is conducted here at less cost 
because not so large a fixed capital is re­ 
quired; not so great sums o f money are 
locked up ¡11 realty or improvements, as are 
necessary in San Francisco. 
This gain is 
to the Itenefitof the purchaser in this mar­ 
ket and offi-ets the margin in favor of San 
Francisco because of the volume of its 
trade. 
The rcs-eipt of orders for goods, 
and the filling of the same in Sacramento, 
in most cases works a saving of from two to 
three days’ time to the purchaser, for 
freight movement from San Francii-co can 
seldom l>e accomplished at less disadvan­ 
tage <»f time for all supplies going to the 
central and northern sections. 


OTHER ADVANTAGES. 
Goods are kept in storage here at le*e 
cost, because of low rentals and ample 
room ; they are handled here at less cost, 
also, and to the consumer there is charged 
neither drayage nor dockage. T heclim atic 
advantages of the city are of the highest 
order. 
All articles made of wood—all 
lumher, all liquors, carriages and wagons, 
and a large description of other gocxis, are 
benefited by storage ig .this climate, 
1b 


the m atter of lumber alone it may be 
stated th at it is now being largely shipped 
fronl Sacramento to distant Arizona, be­ 
cause there is a saving iq>on every carload 
of ten tons of about 181 per cent, in feet, 
by reason of the dryness of the lumber, as 
compared w ith th at shipped from more 
hum id atmospheres. 
Ho, also, in the m at­ 
ter of boxes for the packing of fruits. 
Those made from mountain lumber and in 
this dry climate, are largely sought after 
in ail sections of the Slate, in preference 
to those manufactured where fogs and 
moisture prevail. 
These considerations 
enter generally into the question of car­ 
riage and wagon-making to suoh an extent 
that vehicles put up in this m arket wear 
better and endure longer in all other cli­ 
mates, and thus prove in the outcome the 
cheaper because the better adapted vehicles 
for this S tate 
There is less lire risk here 
than elsewhere, and this is a m atter of 
much importance in business ventures. 
There is greater ease in handling and ship­ 
m ent of goods by reason of the level streets 
and the nearness of the chief business 
houses to the depots and water-front. For 


FRU IT AND PRODUCE SHIPMENTS 
Sacramento is the most available, the most 
central, the safest, and the largest m arket 
upon the Pacific coast. Indeed, in m atters 
of fruit and produce, it is the chief m arket 
west of the Missouri river. In this respect 
it has no successful rival, and is adm ittedly 
the point from which the great Eastern 
fruit shipments are best made. 
The city 
has no superior as a depot for the sale cjf 
agricultural implements. 
This class of 
goods is stored here at a nominal expense, 
and in vast quantities. Shipm ents of these 
goods are made with greater rapidity and 
ease than from the sea-board. 
Nearly all 
the larger houses have direct connection 


or import commercial transactions. 
The 
completion of the Southern Pacific R ail­ 
road established a channel of export and 
im port commerce in successful competition 
with the ocean voyage by Cape Horn, of 
which Sacramento is a legitimate base. 
The development of an overland and rail­ 
road commerce in the States and T erri­ 
tories of the Pacific having eliminated 
ocean transportation as 


A CONTROLLING FACTOR 
In the growtli of cities, «tstablished tho 
great leading markets of that commerce at 
railroad centers of which Sacramento is a 
chief. 
The trade of the city, now perman­ 
ently established, is founded in enduring 
advantages which will constantly augment 
its volume. 
As a scat of manufactures 
Sacramento possesses advantages enjoyed 
by no other city in the State, and their 
development will soon bring unused water 
power into activity, and make this city a 
manufacturing center. 
As a point of dis­ 
tribution the trade of Sacramento will 
always possess the valuable consideration 
of cheapness of freights and a«lvantage of 
time, which inures to the benefit of the 
purchaser and consumer. 
N orthern and 
Central California, of which section Sac­ 
ramento is the trading center, by rea-on of 
their breadth of area of agricultural land 
awl sufficient annual rainfall to make a 
cron, will be the seat of densest population, 
and Sacramento will reap from that fact 
immense gains. 


A G RICULTURE. 


A Sketch of the Vast Frodncllveuess and 
Resources About Sacramento. 
The lands composing the county of Sac­ 
ramento are of three kinds. 
Along the

A country larger than all the States east ! 
of the Missouri river, to California pro- j 
ducts, gave an immense stim ulus to fruit ; 
and vegetable growing here. 
Orchards, 
vineyards and vegetal >le 
gardens were 
planted out from year to year, till now 
they have made serious inroads upon the 
area of the wheat and barley fields. 
Since 
1880 the reduction of trans-continental 
freight rates, the successful experiments in 
better and safer modes of transporting 
fruits and vegetables, the rapid increase 
of wealth and population in the trans- 
Missouri country and the Mississippi val­ 
ley have given the horticulturist of til's 
section incomparably greater markets for 
his products. 
Many thousands of acres in 
ilie county, theretofore, devoted to grazing 
and grain growing, were planted to or­ 
chards, vineyards and vegetables. 
This is 
briefly the historv of agricultural indus­ 
tries here, from the earliest European ot- 
< upation tó 1887. 


G RA IN GROWING. 
The average production of wheat for the 
past seven years has been nearly 500,000 
bushels, with an average crop rate of 18 
bushels per acre. 
W hen we consider that 
the average for the rest of the Htate is less 
than 16 bushels, and for the whole U nited 
States is less than 12 bushels to the acre, 
the fertility of Sacramento county’s soil 
appears to advantage. 
The quality of this 
wheat is first-class, and it is eagerly .sought 
for by millers everywhere. 
The barley product of the county is 
much greater than that of wheat, being in 
round numbers 1,7)00,000 bushels, with an 
average yield of thirty-tw o bushels to the 
acre. 
This yield is fully fifty per cent, 
greater than that of the whole country. 


M AP SHOW ING T n E V 
with Eastern houses. 
They are all direct 
importers, and as need demands draw also 
from State manufacturers. 
The largest of 
these has its home house in Sacramento. 
The proximity of the city to great lumber 
regions gives it a decided advantage, and 
this is presently to be much augmented by 
the extension of the railroad to the sugar 
pine region of El Dorado county. 


IN DOLLARS. 
Formerly it was the custom to annually 
collect the statistu-sof the jobbing trade 
of Sacramento, but when two or three 
rears ago it reached a sum in excess of 
$50,000,000, the practice wasdiscontinued, 
the proof having been sufficiently made 
that the city traile was steadily advancing 
from year to year, running from about 
520,000.000 in 1878 up to $50,000,000 in 
1885. 
The lim it of space will not perm it 
us to speak now in detail of the special 
advantages of Sacramento for the conduct 
of various lines of trade. 
It must suffice 
to merely say that the commerce of the 
city relates mainly to the sale of groceries 
and liquors, dry goods anti clothing, hats, 
caps, boots and kíichís, agricultural imple­ 
m ents and hardware, paints, oils, glass, 
paper-hangings, drugs, medicines, lumber, 
meats, hides, and sportsmen's supplies; 
crockery, 
stoves, 
furniture, 
tin ware, 
millinery, m alt liquors, 
cigars, tobacco, 
lime, etc. 
Of manufaetuies and produc­ 
tion, wooden ware, brooms, pottery, tile 
ir.d drain pipes, boilers, machinery, canned 
goods, hops, wheat, barley, fruits, wines, 
brandy, produce, m illinery, wood, fish, 
furniture, confectionery, clothing, crackers, 
saddlery, 
harness, 
cooperage products, 
dressed marble and granite, brick, etc. 


OUR LOCATION. 


F p-.ie the s h o w in g we h a v e made of the 
location of the city, its rail and water con­ 
nections, the growth of its jo b b in g trade 
and the economic and clim atic a d v a n ta g e s 
o f the place, it is clear to the reader that 
the city of Sacramento is an independent 
commercial center. 
Its trade is on a firm 
basis, its commercial character has passed 
the period when it would tie possible to de­ 
prive the city of or lessen it. 
I t is, as has 
heretofore been said in these coluros, a 
natural and distributing point for the in­ 
land commerce of the Pacific coast. 
It is 
a pivotal center of the railroad system of 
the Pacific States and Territories, 
i t i.~ 
the cheapest and most convenient point of 
interior cojucercial exchange for export

nes rivers the land is of alluvial form 1- 
tion, and has a dark, deep, rich soil; the 
land between the alluvial lands and the 
foothills is generally rolling, with a fertile 
brown soil, and the foothills, the lower 
slopes of the great range, has the red 
soils, so noted for their adaptability to fruit 
trees and vine growing. 
There are few 
counties in the State of California that has 
so small a percentage of waste land as 
Sacramento, every acre of it l>eing adapted 
to some of the |)iiri>os«'> of agriculture. 
From the time that the first Europeans 
came to the Sacramento valley, the great 
industry had been th at of grazing. 
All 
over what is now Sacramento countv, then 
were 
IMMENSE GKOWTn.1 OF WILD OATS, 
California clover, bunch and 
gramma 
grasses. 
The Spanish stock which these 
early settlers brought with them multiplied 
rapidly, till these grazing grounds were 
covered with great herds of cattle and 
bands of horses. 
This era of grazing held 
almost undisputed >way till into the ’5(>’s— 
after the gold discovery. 
So little had 
been done in the wav of fanning th at the 
miners for years had to depend on im­ 
ported articles for food, with the exception 
of beef, 
it is true that General Sutter 
and Messrs. Sheldon, M urphy and Daylor 
inclosed fields near Sacramento and on the 
Cosumoes rivers early in the ’40’s, and 
other parties in various places had veg­ 
etable gardens, but, in spite of these isola­ 
ted efforts, this region remained a grazing 
section. 
The beef raised here was con­ 
sumed in all the mining regions as far north 
as the < iregon line. 
As the 


DEMAND FOR FLOUR AND VEGETABLES 
For the miners increased in the ’50’s, the 
plow was put to work, and vegetable gar­ 
dens and fields of grain sprang into exist­ 
ence, till the demand of the coast was fully 
supplied. 
Then came the successful ship­ 
ping of grain to Europe, which further 
stim ulate i the plowmen in their encroach­ 
ments upon the great pastures. So great 
was this stim ulus and its eflects that by 
the ’70’s the plow had almost entirely- 
driven out the herds of Spanish cattle and 
horses. 
There had been vineyards of Mis­ 
sion grapes and small orchards of various 
kinds of fruit all over the country, but up 


Sacramento barley is of such quality that 
it is in demand lor brewing purposes in 
the interior of the country as far East as 
Chicago and St. Louis. 
In connection 
with the cereal production, it may be 
stated, 


FOR T ill: BENEFIT OF TH E HO.ME-SFEKER, 
That some of the largest flour mills of the 
coast are located in Sacramento. 
The 
amount of flour manufactured daily by 
these great mills is more than 1,000 bar­ 
rels, or more than 200,000 barrels annually. 
These mill products go to the Eastern 
¡states, the islands of the Pacific, Japan, 
China and Central America. The prospects 
for the grain grower promises better things 
than the past few years have given him. 
Prices are now much higher, and hid fair 
to be so, and the improvements in harvest 
machinery have been such, in the past two 
or three years, as to lessen the cost of 
harvesting wheat and barley as much as 52 
or $2 50 per acre. 
It is not probable 
that the grain growing of Sacramento 
county will hold all the areas now in use 
by it, but still for years it will be one »>f 
tlu-foremost industries. 


IMPROVED STOCK GROWING. 
As has been said in the introduction of 
this article, the era of Spanish cattle and 
horse grazing reached its highest point in 
1853-54, and from that time declined, but 
to 
the 
present 
there 
have 
been 
been constant importations and additions 
of fine-bl<x>ded horses, cattle, sheep and 
swine, and the nurnlwrs of these have 
gradually increased for the past thirty 
years. 
These importations of blooded 
stock included the best strains of thorough­ 
bred trotting an«l draft horses. The breed­ 
ing ol these has l>een a marked feature in 
the agriculture of the county. 
The breed­ 
ing farms of Mr. Haggin at Rancho del 
Paso, of Mr. W inters at the Rancho del 
Rio, and of Mr. Pritchard on the Sacra­ 
mento, arc among the largest and best 
known on this continent. 
The horses bred 
at these establishments have 


MADE CALIFORNIA HORSES FAMOUS 
W herever there have been contests of speed 
and endurance on this continent. 
Mr. 
W inters has 1,000 acres of the finest land 
devoted to hay fields arid pastures, where 
the descendants of Boston, Lexington, 


has several hundred acres in alfalfa and 
natural clover, and large numbers of thor­ 
oughbreds. 
At the lieatl of these is Lein­ 
ster. the son of Australian. 
The Rancho 
del Past) is perhaps the most notable horse- 
breeding establishment in the world. 
It 
consists ot 48,000 acre?- of rolling and lx)t- 
tom lands, nearly all covered with an 
abundance of shade trees. 
This is divided 
into pastures of suitable size, and in these 
pastures are to lie found more highly bred 
horses than on any other farm in America.

The ellorts of these success­ 
ful breeders have been productive of the 
greatest good to this coast and State by 
demonstrating that here are the climate 
and grasses to produce the best of horses 
and at the lowest possible cost. The result 
will lie to make California a great horse- 
producing country, and to attract annually 
millions of dollars to the pockets of our 
horse-breeders. 


BREEDING OF OTHER STOCK. 
In the breeding of cattle, sheep and 
swine the same progress has been made 
that has marked th at of horses. 
There are 
several breeders who have imported the 
best Durham, Devon, Jersey, Alderney, 
Holstein and IIerefor»l cattle, and are now 
producing those bree»ls that in point of ex- 
i-ellence rival those of Kentucky and Illi­ 
nois. 
in 1880 there were at least 12,000 head of 
horses, 20,000 head of cattle, 15,000 head 
of hogs ami 50.000 head of sheep in Sac­ 
ramento county. 
There is 110 better sec­ 
tion for the new-comer to settle who wants 
to engage in any branch of stock-raising 
than the county of Sacramento. 
The 
climate is such that stock grows the twelve 
months through, and is as fully developed 
at two years as the same kinds of stock in 
the East are at double that age. 
The ab­ 
sence ot winter makes the raising of stock 
much oheapter than it is where there is 
six months’ winter. 
Everything points to 
California as the future stock-breeding 
Htate of the Union. 
Kentucky and Ten­ 
nessee have received untohl millions of 
money from the other portions of the 
I nited States and from Canada for their 
stock. 
T he time can not be far distant 
when California will successfully compete 
with those l»»s favored localities in this 
lucrative business.

The Commencement, Growth an«l Im ­ 
mense Development of the Industry, 
From the earliest period of the gold 
era, and even before that, there were some 
fruit trees and vines planted. 
One of the 
first persons to grow any number of grape 
vines in the count» was Jacob K nautb, in 
1851. 
In th at year he had brought from 
Philadelphia some choice varieties of grape 
cuttings, and the extent of his venture is 
shown by the cost of the cuttings here, 
which was $800. 
Samuei Norris, of the 
N orris G rant, about th at time hail twenty 
acres of vinos. 
Mr. K nautb leas»1»! this 
vineyard in 1854, and from both places he 
sold $1,600 worth of grapes and hail $7,000 
worth of wine. 
Following these were 
quite a large number of small vineyards, 
mostly of the Mission variety. 
Drape- 
growing. however, was not in a flourishing 
condition for years, owing to the want of 
appreciation of California wines on tli 
part ol our wiim-drinkcrs and the lack of 
an available Eastern market for tab! 
grapes. 
These difficulties we re, however, 
gradually overcome; better wine was made 
and prices of transportation to Eastern 
markets were lowered so as to allow ship­ 
ments East. 
G reet advances were made 
in the introduction of choice wine, tab) 
and raisin grapes, and in ascertaining what 
soils were adapted to their most perfect 
production. 
Still 
lower Eastern rate- 
wcre granted from year to year, giving a 
wonderful stimulus to vine-planting and 
cultivation. 
The exact figures of this in­ 
dustry are not available, but the product 
is something to lie proud of. 


W IN E PRODUCTION, ETC. 
There are several wineries in Sac 
mento c ity ; 
The Johnston W ine and 
Brandy M anufacturing Company, whirl 
last year manufactured nearly 80,000 gal 
Ions »>f brandy ; the l'.agle W inery, which 
crushed 1,200 tons of grapes and made 
170.000 gallons of wine; 
K ohler A Co. - 
winery, which consumed 2,700 tons of 
grapes in making 380,000 gallons of wine. 
There are several vinevardists who make 
their own wine. 
These wines are of all 
kinds, and are made from the choicest va­ 
rieties of grapes of the world. 
The intro 
dtiotion of the better varieties, better 
inodes of cultivation, and the knowledge 
of manufacture which comes from long ex­ 
perience, have all combined to produce a 
first-class wine, which is sought for in 
Eastern markets at very remunerative 
prices. 


IN T H E GROWING OF RAISIN AND TABLE 
GRAPES 
The same marked progress has been made. 
The raisins made from grapes grown in 
various parts of the county — notably 
Florin and Elk Grove—are as good in 
every respect as the beat imported raisins. 
Tli«- prices obtained for these raisins have 
been such as to largely increase the nrea- 
alreadv devoted to the raisin grape. 
I t is 
safe to predict that ten years from now there 
will be many thousands of acres in raisin- 
grajie vineyards, and that industry will be 
an im portant an»l profitable one. 
One 
hundred dollars per acre is a moderate net 
return for a full-bearing raisin vineyard, 
and such figures will change large areas 
from cereals to vines. 
The production of 
table grapes is also a considerable one, and 
rapidly increasing. 
There seems to be an 
unlim ited demand for onr table grapes by 
the sixty million people east of the Sier­ 
ras. 
TV e grow varieties which the climate 
there forbids, and we get them to that 
m arket long before their grajies are ready 
for consumption. 


DECIDUOUS FRUITS. 
In tree fruits Sacramento is in the first 
rank of the fruit counties of the State. 
The same influences which stim ulated the 
vineyardist also spurred on the orchardist. 
There were 1,000 carloads of green fruits 
shipped from Sacramento city bust year. 
How much of it was grown in the county 
it is impossible to tell. 
It is sure, how­ 
ever that much more than 10,000 tons of 
fruit—the amount in 
those 
cars—was 
grown in this county. 
Tiiere are three 
great fruit districts in this county: the 
American river district, the Brighton, 
Florin and Elk Grove district, and the 
Sacrament») river district. 


TH E AMERICAN R IV ER 
District extends from Brighton to the 
eastern boundary of the county, and con­ 
tains many orchards and vineyards, both 
large and small. 
There are so many of

Extends from Brighton to G alt, beyond 
Elk Grove, a distance of twenty miles in 
length and two or three miles in width. 
There arc some of the best orchards and 
vineyards in this district to be found in 
the Sacramento valley. 
These are mostly 
on small tracts of land, and demonstrate 
most thoroughly and completely the fact 
that a family can make a good living and 
have all the comforts and most of the 
luxuries of life from twenty acres of land. 
This district also demonstrates that

HOMES, 
Embowered in groves of semi-tropical trees 
and embanked with fragrant and many- 
colored flowers, can be made on these plains 
In this district are many families culti­ 
vating only small 
fruits—strawberries, 
raspberries aud bhudcberries—aud they re­ 
ceive a good income from five to ten acres 
of those small fruits. 
The hoaie-seeker 
lias only to visit what is known as Straw­ 
berry ridge, three miles from this city, to 
be (xmvinced of this fact. 
In this belt of 
country, from Brighton to Elk Grove, 
there is every kiml of tree fruit and vine 
growing to perfection. 


T H E SACRAMENTO R IV ER DISTRICT 
Extends from this city down the river for 
40 miles. The area in vines and fruit trees 
in this district is very large, and embraces 
some tine and extensive orchards and vine­ 
yards. 
A few only of them can be mentioned 
here, with something near the acres in 
fruits and vines. 
Robert Gourlv has 30 
acres in trees and vines; Mrs. Moore, 35 
acres; W illiam Johnston, 200 acres; D. 
T. Lupton, 30 acres; I. Bryan, 30 acres; 
J . W hitcomb, 40 acres; Dr. N. Williams, 
50 acres; Mrs. Gannon, 50 acres; Mrs. 
Pynn, 45 acres; 
D. Osborn, 150 acres; 
Dwight Hollister, 150 acres. 
Sol. Runyon 
has an orchard with more than two miles 
river front, and ships from 25,000 to 40,000 
baskets of peaches each year. 


NUMBERLESS 8UCH ORCHARDS. 
There are a hundred or more just as fine 
orchards as those mentioned in this dis­ 
trict. 
The amount of fruit laised and 
shipped from this district is immense. 
There are four or five steamers engaged in 
this fruit trade during the season. 
One 
steamer brings fruit to this city daily, and 
four that bring fruit here and carry it to 
the Bay. These are the proportions which 
the growing of deciduous fruit have as­ 
sumed in 
Sacramento 
county, and it 
is still in its infancy. 
There are tens of 
thousands ot 
acres of gooff land well 
adapted to this industry. 


CITRUS FRUITS 
A re grow n in all parts of the county. 
In 
this city alone there are 4,000 bearing 
orange and lemon trees, and a quarter of a 
centnrv lias proven that these fruits can 
be grown as well here as in any citrus 
countries in the world. 
There is 110 doubt 
that, this branch of fruit-growing is to 
have a great growth and expansion in the 
future. 
VEGETABLE PRODUCTION. 
W ant of space forbids more than a brief 
notice of this industry. 
The past year has 
seen immense shipments of vegetables from 
th b section to all parts of the East as far 
as Chicago and New Orleans. 
Last year 
the shipments were not more than one- 
half as large as for the first six months of 
this year. 
For the last perio»l named they 
have reached 


NEARLY EIGHT MII IJO N Pi-: ND-, 
And for the year are expected to reach 
fifteen million pounds. 
There is hardly a 
section of even the rich Missouri and 
Mississippi valleys but what takes many 
carload lots of California vegetables. They 
are now going forward in trainload lots as 
far East as Chicago. 
it now looks as 
though there 
to be no limit to these 
shipments of vegetables East. 
Last year M . R. Strong A Co. shipped 
160 carloads of fruit and 136 carloads of 
vegetables, and their shipments promise 
to be still heavier this season. 
< iregory A 
Barnes shipped about 300 carloads of fruit 
and vegetables equally divided. 
C. W. 
Reed shipped nearly 80 carloads of fruit, 
and there are other large shippers in the 
city. 
J here is still room for thousanils of 
families in this county in every branch of 
agriculture, and they wiil find every ad­ 
vantage offered here, and their fruits and 
products when grown are at the great re­ 
ceiving and shipping center of the coast 
for all the markets of the East, and which 
fact makes this vicinity one of the most 
available and desirable for all thrifty 
newcomers seeking advantageous location 
for settlement. 


MEMORIAL DAY ORATION. 


Delivered at Sacramento by Rev- A. T. 
Needham (G. A. K.], of Alameda. 
Comrades of the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public, and fellow-citizens of a reunited 
c mntry : 
I congratulate you on the privi­ 
lege of having participated in the com­ 
memoration rites of this day. I trust we 
stand on the same platform of principles 
where stood the hosts whose valorous deeds 
we have recalled to-day with marks of our 
approval. They contended for an undi­ 
vided country from the Lakes in the North 
to the Gulf in ihe South, and from the 
Atlantic in ihe East to the Pacific in the 
West. Their hope was that one Constitu­ 
tion should be supreme in all its territory 
and one flag honored bv all its people. 
This hope has been realized ; but tho.-e who 
suffered most to accomplish this end are 
not here to enjoy it. If we stand not on 
that platform, all our commemorative riles 
are but solemn mockery, and our profes­ 
sions of approval are but the eniplv prat- 
ings of a base hypocrisy. 
But I know your 
loyalty to these principles is as pure as was 
theirs, hence your generuus co-operation in 
the ceremonies of this day. 
We do credit to ourselves.and toour fam­ 
ilies a service, when we ibus honor the 
memory of the patriots who fell in the 
straggle to perpetuate our Union, aud to 
vindicate the principles of our Govern­ 
ment. 
We hereby show to our children 
that patriotism is a virtue we lovingly ap­ 
prove, aud one we desire they will ever 
emulate. 
They will respect us the more for the 
virtues we have indorsed, and their lives 
will be the nobler for the sentiments thus 
engendered. 
The volunta;y character 01 
the services rendered by our soldiers, the 
sacrifices they deliberately made, ami tne 
decisive trium phs they Lave 
achieved, 
should not only emualm mem in tne 
memory of the people of to-day, but the 
remembrance ot ibtse virtues should go 
down to posterity fragrant with constantly 
recurring tokens ot respect from each suc­ 
ceeding generation. 
There has come to me the question: “Is 
this the best method of celebrating the he­ 
roic service of these men ?’’ Tiiere are two 
principles involved in this method that 
c»jmmend it to me as the best. 
first, it 
tends to render more perm anent, fresh and 
significant 
the sentim ent of approval 
wherewith we would enshrine their deeds ; 
second, it is thoroughly democratic and 
impartial in its bestowm eutof praise. 
Material monuments serve their purpose 
for a period, and then pass away, or, sur­ 
viving the fate of universal decay, lose all 
their commemorative im port; but rites 
and ceremonies founded upon facts that 
are linked with the faith and love of a peo­ 
ple survive all the mu uiions of change 
and withstand the fiercest ravages of time. 
The palaces, towers and hanging gardens 
of Babylon’s mightiest King no longer 
rear their lofty glory amid tbe low mo­ 
notony of the verdant plain to tell where 
had been the seat of Nebuchadnezzar’s 
power or what the extent of his imperial 
wealth. 
The pyramids of Egypt, hoary with age, 
and grand in the immensity of their pro­ 
portions. have outlived tne mission fur 


which they were reared, and travelers stand 
querying in the presence of these vast 
piles as to the intent of such vast expen­ 
diture of treasure, of time and of labor. 
Greece was once filie.i with tbe treasures 
of her art, having chiseled in marble or 
wrought in metal the grandest ideas that 
originated in the in.rids o! her wise and 
great; bnt now the fragments of her art 
thut remain tell us only of what we may 
have lo st; while India and tthir.a, having 
crystallized tlie thoughts of their sages in 
words written with the pen, bring forth to­ 
day the treasures ol the pasr, iresh with 
the dew and bloom of an immortal youth. 
As letters are more enduring than works 
ol art, so are rites and ceremonies more 
permanent and fresh than the richest m a­ 
terial m onum ent a nation’s wealth could 
rear. 
The rite that Abraham received before 
the city of Babylon became famous, re­ 
mains to-day as fresh 
and 
significant 
among his descendants as when he made 
Ishmael its first subject. 
The great sacrament of Christianity re­ 
mains to-day as fresh as when our Savior 
said, •' This do in remembrance of me.” 
Nothing then could be made appropriate 
to render the deeds we so much admire, a 
matter of perm anent and fresh rem em ­ 
brance, than a ceremony so significant of 
favor as tbe strewing of the graves of our 
heroes with the flowers of each returning 
spring. 
It is also the most deniucratic and im ­ 
partial method we coulii devise to express 
our approbation. 
The graves of officers, 
of rich and poor, are alike made the ob­ 
jects of onr attention. The grassy mound 
whether overshadowed with monum ental 
marble, or simply marked with molding 
board, receives the fresh tribute of fra­ 
grant flowers. These 11 twers, too, ¡hat un­ 
fold an equal splendor, to ttn- eves of ihe 
poor and of the rich, that generously ¡ • ur 
their incense upon the air lor all wh„ ap­ 
proach, are the fittest emblems to be placed 
upon the dum b inoumls of our departed, 
as exponents of the democracy of our 
love. 
At »:ach annual return of this day let us 
strew the grass with flowers of richest hue, 
and a3 we inhale the air they perfume 
think of the fragrant memories of those 
whose lives were exhaled like the odors of 
spring to revive a nation recovering from 
the torpor and chill of the most wintery 
oppression that ever arresten the growth, 
or dimmed the glory of any people. And 
let the day be kept sacred to the memory 
of our soldier dead. We have 364 days in 
which we can show special attention to the 
graves of our civilian friends; but the 
Grand Army has asked for but a single day 
in all tbe year. 
Let tbe flowers of this 
special day be reserved for soldi :ra’ graves, 
and let us not be compelled to strew upon 
them tbe failed rem nants that jeniain after 
family graves have received me best. As 
comrades we have friends who fill a civil 
ian’s grave whose memory is dear to us, 
but on this day we reserve our floral trib­ 
utes for those who fought and bled to save 
our Union. Tbe disposition to seize upon 
this special day for the adorning of family 
graves speaks more of a family conceit 
than of a patriot’s love. 
To me this is a day of proud, but sad 
commemoration. 
Transported upon the 
wings of memory, 1 am again am id the 
scenes of carnage, where peace was pur­ 
chased at the price of blood 
Vicksburg 
hills arc terraced and mined, and besieging 
and besieged are in hot dispute. Shot ana 
shell keep up a continual scream and war, 
and amid the lull I hear the shout of com­ 
manders and then follows the responsive 
yell of the deadly charge. 
Friend and foe 
grapple in the deadly encounter anil clash 
of bayonet and sword alone are heard. 
Through the smoke that lingers o'er the 
scene I see the stars of our banner hut 
d mly shine, and the red stripes reflect the 
rivulets of blood that flow ber.eath ; but 
upward and onward is it born.- till it floats 
over every ram part of the f..e. and the 
great artery of our inland commerce it 
opened from Itasca on tne north to the 
G olf on the south. 
But listen, 1 hear again the sullen boom 
cf the gri^at gun on Lookout Point, as it 
projects its shells into the city Chattanooga. 
I see the commanding 1'onvs draw their 
lines closer, ami closer, at ttn- base of tu t 
m ountain. 
Then suddenly there bursts 
upon the air the crash and danger of battle, 
that ceases not with ihe shade* of night. 
All along the face of the mountain lite 
battle rages fiercer and fiercer, rising higher 
and higher, till all the forces gather about 
its crest. A m id the clouils and darkness 
the battle rages throughout the 
night. 
The defenders 
are 
stubborn, the 
be­ 
siegers 
are 
desperate. 
The 
blaze 
of 
their guns alone reveal their position 
and their strength ; but v» teraus are at tiie 
front, and only when tbe gleam of the eri 
emy’s vollrys are seen do they send their 
deadly response beneath the fiery belt. Re­ 
peated charges are made, but with deadly 
effect to the charging. 
The night of horrors ends at last, and 
when the rising sun sends its first gleam 
across Mission Ridge, the flag of our union 
is floating from the promontory that looks 
down on four States restored to a Union 
that shall never end. 
Onward sweeps the fide of battle, surg­ 
ing up the slope of Mission Ridge, stream 
ing over every rantpar; like a tidal wave, 
till the enemy, driven in confusion, strew 
the ground with guns, knapsacks, belts, 
cartridge-boxes and 
every 
incumbering 
weight. Onward the flying host is pursued, 
till at Ringgold Gap they make a standi 
and bravely retrieve their failure at Mission 
Ridge, while onr hosts are thinned with ar­ 
tillery blasts and enfilading tires that check 
our wild advance. I hear again tbe shriek - 
and moans of Ringgold G ip ; 
I hear, too, 
the wild cry of agony on 1 uscumbia’s roll­ 
ing hills, and out fron the shaiiows of 
prison-pens I hear again the pitiful wail ot 
the despairing captive; 
but these are now 
like the figments of a troublesome dream, 
as the favored sleeper waktnt to an auspici­ 
ous morn. 
Long may we enjoy the peace that comes 
of one country, one Constitution, and one 
flag; but are we not one people, in blood, 
and language and aim ? And ever green 
be the graves of those whose lives were 
given to perpetuate a Union the most 
natural, possible, and worthy. 


I n t h e S ic k R c o m . 
In taking charge of a nervous patient the 
nurse should see that every reasonable 
cause of annoyance is removed. 
Rest, 
quiet, and freedom from care is the best of 
prescriptions, and whatever frets and irri­ 
tates 
retards 
recovery. 
The attention 
should be Occupied and the ntind divertid 
without being fatigued. Symptoms should 
never be dwelt upon and discussed, but 
quietly disposed of in a few kind and cheer­ 
ing words, while some measure is taken 
for their alleviation. Some of the physi­ 
cians who make the treatm ent of these ail­ 
ments a speciality in their practice order 
complete rest in bed tor their patients: 
they are separated from their friends and 
put in charge oi an (tfkient nurse, and 
nothing that can harrass o- disturb is al­ 
lowed to ci m e near them . This treatm ent 
is very effectual in some cases, but it can 
liardiy be carried out at home except under 
peculiarly favorable circumstances. Nerv­ 
ous persons should have a light, UL-ily di­ 
gested diet, and if able to go out.take mod­ 
>. ¡u'. exercise in the open air, in hopes that 
the exertion may induce natural slcpp. 
They should be encouraged to exert them ­ 
selves in any way not too fatiguing, ar.il 
that is not followed by a reaction. 
Light 
gymnastics are sometime3 beneficial, or 
some fresh pursuit may be taken up that 
will occupy the mind without tiring it by­ 
working i d well-worn grooves. After every 
exertion there should be a correspondíug 
period of rest. The physician in attend­ 
ance will prescribe tbe medicine he thinks 
most suitable, and the patient should be 
encouraged to have faith in him and in the 
good effects of the remedy.—Elisabeth Hot-- 
im Hcovil in Qvod Housekeeping.

pa¡>er crossed by black lacquer, a ceiling 
of age-darkened wood, w ith well-cooked, 
palatable, though unknown food, I found 
th e most perfect comfort a t th e fashionable 
native hotel of Ilan ay a on th e N aka no 
Khima, an island in th e riv er Dojiiaa. 
R ivers and canals are everyw here, but last 
year there were m*t wutcr-courses enough 
to carry oil’ the m elted snow, and a disas­ 
trous flood was th e consequent*. 
T h e streets of ( Izaka are better, as far 
as pavem ent is concerned, th an any we 
can show at home, and th e h ig h lv deco­ 
rated and begilt kuruma-i ra ttle along w ith 
a sound q uite new to me. 
A t th e house of 
M r. A raki, to whom 1 have a letter, I 
m eet w ith a must cordial 
reception, and 
am ushered into a hom e-like room, where 
th e first th in g s which attract my eye, 
after a cup of cocoa is drank, is a hand 
sew ing-m achiue and a parlor organ, and, as 
these people 
are 
C hristians, a 
Bible 
p rin ted in Japanese characters is on a 
sm all stand in the corner. 


JA P A N E S E T H E A T R IC A L T R A P PIN G S. 
M y host is part owner in a large th eater 
and presently a stir in the adjoining room 
announced th e arrival of several large 
packages, which in-ing opened, displayed 
some robes as bright as all th e sunshine of 
a sum m er’s day. 
1 have never seen such 
magnificence, such dazzling com bination 
of silver, gold and c o lo r; no p a rt of th e 
m aterial of w hich th e robe is formed is 
visible; actually every spot is covered w ith 
em broidery 
in 
hundreds 
of 
different 
stitches. 
H um an figures, fully h a lf life 
size, are w rought w ith fine silk thread over 
raised cushions, every m uscle show ing in 
sym m etrical rouudness, each nail perfect, 
alm ost even in tex tu re; th e h a ir is all hut 
real. 
Pearls or painted shells form th e 
eyes. 
Flow ing w ater is represented, and 
flowers, leaves and sea weed, also dragons 
aud fantastic figures of unknow n position 
in zoology. 
These robes are all very old, 
but being of only pure m aterial and liest 
w orkm anship, th e ir apj>earance Lf as bright 
to-day as when they come from th e w ork­ 
m an’s hands, in th a t long ago when Jap an 
was a sealed book. 
N ear th e house are 
several large 


F IR E P R O O F HOUSES 
In to w hich I went, and th e re was piled 
upon shelves or put away in baskets an un­ 
believable mass o f rich stuffs, some of which 
were opened, and seemed to shed a light 
of th eir own in th e dim p la c e ; others re­ 
vealed part of th e ir beauties by an uncov­ 
ered corner or torn w rapping. 
These fire­ 
proof houses tire found connected w ith 
every large establishm ent o r house of a 
rich m an ; for th e poorer people th ere are 
public buildings of th e kind. 
(If course 
w ith straw , wood and paper for the com­ 
mon building m aterials, and w ith the high 
winds w hich are prevalent, fire is greatly 
dreaded and daily expected. 
These store­ 
houses are built of stone or cem ent, and of 
great thickness in walls and tile roof ; the 
few windows and doors are o f iron, verv 
th ick and close-fitting; w hile, to prevent 
all possible danger, a sort of m oist clay is 
conveniently near, w ith w hich to stop up 
the interstices. 
A conflagration passes 
over a whole city, leaving nothing but 
these grim edifices sta n d in g ; 
but th e tire 
god lias been cheated o f h is prey, for in ­ 
side these sm oke-stained walls are all the 
valuables o f th e homeless fam ily, ready to 
lie used again, one bit at a tim e, to deco­ 
rate th e new box which will soon take the 
place of the old. T he hom e life of a Ja p a n ­ 
ese centers about his kibachL o r fire box, 
and th at, unlike our cheerful 
hearths, 
lieing movable, a conflagration is not (seri­ 
ous as it m ust lie) th e awful blotting ou t of 
most sacred mem ories as it is in other 
lands. 


T H E T H E A T E R 
A PPO IN TM EN TS, E TC . 
G oing into th e th ea ter 1 experience th at 
same feeling o f h a lf awe. h alf disgust, th a t 
th e em pty vastness and m ysterious, dusky 
recesses of a deserted th ea ter alw ays pro­ 
duces upon me at home. 
T h e arrange­ 
m ent of this stage is q u ite like th e arrange­ 
m ent in Am erica, drop curtain and flies 
show ing w ith fam iliar faces. 
T he audito­ 
rium , of course, being devoid of seats, or 
ra th e r chairs—since a llooi is a seat in this 
happy land— is nothing inore th an a ham 
in appearance, as it loses th e warm effect 
w hich is produced with us by rich uphol- 
storing. 
\ \ hen a Japanese lias a foreign guest, he 
sure to take him to th e bazar th e iirst 
place of all, for he has learned the foreign­ 
er’s passion for buying, and knows th a t at 
th e bazar, w hich every well regulated town 
p o sse sse s, money 
is gotten rid of more 
quickly, and after th at sight-seeing m ay 
proceed uninterruptedly. 
H aving throw n 
away all m y ballast of gen, I started out 
m errily w ith em pty pockets, and, as the 
L atin reader has it, “ sang before the rob­ 
bers."

f a d th u s obtained a b lessing; indeed, f 


felt th e hlcsdng come upon me th e very 
moment th a t th e first little fluttering cap­ 
tive lay for a m om ent frightened in my 
hand and then flew {away, 
i lere, also, 1 
hail another blessing. 
As 1 stood before a 
little tem ple some m en w ith drum s and 
other instrum ents cam e into it, and to 
th eir music a girl danced slowly some 
religious dance before th e s h rin e ; the 
dance being over she glided forw ard and 
holding a bunch o f bells over my head 
shook them th ree tim es.

T H E V IL L A G E O F SA K A I A M I T lfF T E M ­ 
PLES O F SU M IY O SH I. 
T he place th re e hundred years ago was 
th e headquarters of th e C hristians in th is 
part, and th ey reckoned among th e ir num ­ 
bers two of Ilideyoshi’s friends. 
T he 
grounds are w onderfully pretty and in 
good order, but th e lieggars are so trouble­ 
some as to d riv e away all enjoym ent. Late 
in th e afternoon I visited th e girls’ school 
of M rs. A raki, w here sew ing and cooking 
are tau g h t. 
1 found them ¡louring over

I t is of no use to try 
to stop th e stream , for th e Em press has 
ju st been here and has expressed herself 
(fool) in favor of foreign dress. 
N othing 
in Ojfaka lias pleased me so m uch as the 
kind, m otherly face o f M rs. A raki, in 
w hich th e lig h t of tru e C hristian loveli­ 
ness shows constantly. 
T h at her face and 
sw eet m aiinerscliarm ed me, is very evident, 
w hen I say th a t against all m y opinions 
and w ith all my love for w hat is beautiful, 1 
could not see h er so patiently studying th e 
fashion plates and not prom ise to send, 
upon m y return to A m erica, w hat th e ladies 
call “ cut paper p atterns.” 


v i s i t s t o t h e s c h o o l s . 
In th e evening a v isit to a nig h t school 
w here young m en are learning E nglish 
gave m e th e opportunity of m aking a 
siieceli in one syllable words. 
Everybody 
is studying English, and thus far in m y 
travels in th e country 1 have had m ore 
difficulty in understanding mv own lan ­ 
guage th a n in understanding Japanese. 
M y school visiting closed w ith th e most 
charm ing visit of all to a Japanese kinder­ 
garten one of th e four public institutions 
of th e kind in Ozaka. 
In one room, hav­ 
ing been show n the w ork of th e children 
in colored paper weaving, straw 
and 
worsted, and having as usual exerted mv- 
self to find some adjectives of adm iration 
for th e work, I was a t last introduced to 
th e workers. 
A large, cheerful, one-storv 
building, divided into school rooms where 
th e different classes sit a t desks as in 
A m erica (I 
was ra th er disappointed at 
this, for I liad hoped to see these little 
m en and women upon th e floor), and w ith 
th e aid of th e ir teachers pu t together 
blocks and bits of paper, and show th e 
n atu ral ingenuity of th e nation often by 
discovering new com binations, such ail 
event being a signal for great rejoicing. 
T here is a garden and also a very large 
room, healed by an A m erican stove, for 
use on sunless or rainy days, and in th is 
room, through th e glass sides of which the 
sunlight stream ed, I saw several hundred 
of these little dolls ranged in rows. 
I t was th e p rettiest little arm y I have 
ever seen, and had it not been for th e few 
transform ed into very ugly m onkeys by 
th e ir so-called foreign clothes, th e scene 
would have been w ithout a blot.

Presently they danced, 
th e straw sandals m aking little noise, but 
the rough boots of th e poor, little m onkeys 
rasped m y ears as well as th e floor in a 
horrible m anner. 
T h e singing still kept 
up, and w hat w ith th e double exertion and 
th e having to tu rn continually, to see how 
th e foreigner liked it, th e m usical part 
suffered severely. 
1 began to laugh, and 
a t oiu* all th e seriousness of th e whole 
proceeding was gone and a general tum ult 
ensued, in w hich sandals were lost and 
q u ite hopelessly m ixed upon the floor; 
they doubled up and screamed witli m erri­ 
m ent, th e ir tiny patches of blue, shaved 
skull, seem ing in constant danger of crack­ 
ing. 
W hen th e m usic stopped there was 
a truce, and th e little arm y m arched aw ay 
in solem n silent* as th e the teachers 
counted step, “ichi, ni, ichi, ni.” 
A koto 
or harp was in one corner covered up, and 
1 felt like transferring its cotton gown to 
the dism al parlor organ and lettin g its ne­ 
glected strings give th e m usic for these lit­ 
tle feet, w hich too w illingly leave th e foot­ 
p rin ts of th e ir fathers. 


A V ISIT TO T H E M IN T . 
A long th e riv er em bankm ent, w here the 
large weeping willows are in bud, th e birds 
are bolding a spring festival in th e new 
w arm th ; th e brightness of su n lig h t is h alf 
th e beauty of the world. 
In th e distance 
1 see sm oking chim neys, w hich is at the 
M int. 
A fter three-quarters o f an hour 
spent in signing m y nam e to m any papers, 
and th e proving of som ething, I don’t know 
w hat, to th e satisfaction of everybody, I 
was at last adm itted. 
T he m ain building 
is of g ran ite in G reek style, flanked by two 
red brick affairs in no style at all. 
A fter 
having seen stacks of gold tw enties in the 
¡San Francisco M int, it was difficult to won­ 
der honestly at stacks of tw enty-ccnt 
pieces, but I liojie I succeeded. 
T he m a­ 
chinery is m ainly th a t of the old M int at 
H ongkong, though m any pieces are from 
G erm any, and some of Japanese m anufact­ 
ure. 
N early 700 men are em ployed in the 
M int and adjoining works, w hich cover 
forty acres. 
T he M int was started in 1ST! 
under European m anagem ent, but, like all 
G overnm ent positions, they are now, w ith 
one or two exceptions, filled by Japanese. 
From th e M int to th e Castle is n o tfar,an d 
th ere 1 found m achinery which did inter- 
e-t m e in th e sho¡is w here huge

And guns made. 
G uns 
brought from 
Italy have been copied, and also m any 
from G erm any. 
T he bronze castings here 
and th e whole apparatus are large, and 
w ith every im provem ent to facilitate the 
work. 
A huge bronze tori is being con­ 
structed and th e upper bar, sixty feet in 
length, m ade of bronze as th ick as my 
hand, lias already been furnished; it. is tí» 
go to Tokio, w here it will indeed be an 
ornam ent to th e capital. 
T he castle is really a ruin, but th e foun­ 
dations of the place afford to-day a strong­ 
hold seem ingly 
im pregnable. " T he cut 
stones w hich are used in th is work are as 
enorm ous as any used by th e old Romans, 
and it will probably stand forever. 


T H R E E Y EA RS A F T E R T H E DISCOVERY OF 
A M ER IC A 
A m onastery and tem ple were b u ilt here 
and for 100 years flourished till N obunaga 
attacked th e place; even th en it would not 
have been taken had N obunaga not ap- 
appealed to th e M ikado to order th e fort­ 
ress to lie surrendered. H ideyoshi repaired 
th e dam age done by N obunaga, and th e 
most elaborate and costly buildings of all 
th e em pire were raised by him w ithin the 
walls. 
Iveyasu took th e castle in 1615, 
and it rem ained in wonderful magnificence 
till our tim e, w hen in 186S th e Toknga- 
was burned ii to th e ground. 
T he broad 
m oat and em bankm ents rem ain, 
¡such in 
brief is the history of one of th e grandest 
edifices the world has seen. 
As I passed 
into th e first inclosure an officer of high 
rank passed in also and the sentry saluted. 
T he officer was in a jmri&sha, and the 
sentry in a uniform large enough for two. 
T he sig h t was very ludicrous, about th e 
sam e as if G eneral M iles were carried into 
some of our “ im pregnable” fortresses in a 
baby carriage.

M exico, M ay 26, 1887. 
Since President Diaz has so far succeeded 
iu his am bition to rem ain ru ler of M exico 
for a indefinite period as th a t Congress has 
decided in favor of altering the C onstitu­ 
tion to su it his ends, the rest will be sm ooth 
sailing for the great m anipulator. 
But 
w hether M exico at large will acquiesce 
quietly in the schem e rem aius to be seen. 
A lready th e quidnuncs are prophesying a 
rousing revolution before N ovem ber 30, 
1888—at w hich tim e th e present adm inis­ 
tration is legally at an end ; yet the result 
is a foregone conclusion, and there is little 
doubt th a t D ictator Diaz w ill reign as long 
as be chooses—as long, at least, as he can 
hold th e arm y and the Treasury in bis te­ 
nacious grip. 
Let us look at th e personnel of the pres­ 
ent C abinet. T he six “silent partners” of 
the E xecutive, w ho are supposed to lay 
th eir wise heads together and assist in the 
counsels, as well as share the confidence of 
th eir chief, are know n as the Secretary o f 
th e Interior, th e Secretary of the Treasury. 
Secretary of Foteigu Affairs, Secretary of 
W ar and 
M arine, Secretary of 
I’ublic 
W orks, Colonization, Industry and Com ­ 
m erce, and th e M inister of Justice and 
PubK c Instruction. 
W hen B onita Juarez (w ho was the only 
tru ly patriotic President M exico lias ever 
had, the others having had their own in te r­ 
ests m ainly in view), entered th e national 
palace, in his train cam e M atías Homero. 
M exico’s M inister in W ashington; Ignacio 
M ariscal, the present M inister of Foreign 
R elatio n s; M anuel D ublan, th e present 
Secretary of th e T reasury; Genera! Ignacio 
Mejia, for thirteen years M inister of W ar; 
besides a num ber who have since become 
lum inaries of m ore or less prom inence in 
tbe reflected 
light 
of 
D iaz’ successes. 
A m ong the latter m ay be m entioned Gen. 
M ier y Terau, present G overnor o f the 
State of Oaxaca, and General Mena, M exi­ 
co's financial agent in London, w ho has 
recently com pleted an arrangem ent of that 
n ightm are of M exican existence, the E n g ­ 
lish debt. 
It is in the M inister of Foreign 
Affairs, 
SEÑOR MARISCAL, 
1'liat A m ericans are m ost directly interest­ 
ed. 
T his official is held to be one of the 
profoundest statesm en M exico has pro­ 
duced. 
W ith long diplom atic experience 
in W ashington and at the court o f St. 
Jam es, besides being an apt observer, with 
a keen penetration into the secret m oves of 
d ip lo m acy .b e is able to m eet the diplo­ 
m atic agents accredited to bis G overnm ent 
on the fullest equality and to unravel anv 
knotty question presented. 
H is m anage­ 
m ent of M exico's relations with the U nited 
States during the border excitem ent a few 
m onths ago, and bis com m ercial treaties 
w ith France and G erm any, are all m arks 
of ability ; but bis m anagem ent of negotia­ 
tions w ith England for the renew al of 
diplom atic relations, w hich have resulted 
in the adjustm ent and conversion o f the 
English debt and the restoration of M exi­ 
co’s financial credit, after a quarter a cen­ 
tu ry of discredit and non-intercourse d ip lo ­ 
m atically w ith Great B ritain, is bis m aster­ 
piece as a diplom atist. 
Señor M ariscal is highly educated and 
extrem ely well read, speaking E nglish and 
French as fluently as his native Spanish. 
H e is as fond of a bon mot as o f a good d in ­ 
ner, and his m anners show that degree of 
polish w hich only those of the Latin race 
are capable o f attaining. 
H e is a great ad­ 
m irer of A m ericans (m ale and fem ale), 
and though alw ays w atchful for th e in ­ 
terests of bis own country, bis sym pathies 
are strong w ith the U nited States. 
H e fre­ 
quently refers, w ith pride, to the fact that 
the R epublic of Cure H idalgo was modeled 
after th at o f W ashington, and is a stanch 
advocate for the developm ent of com m erce 
and sister feeling betw een the two. 
T his rem inds m e of a pretty anecdote re­ 
lated of l’resident Diaz. 
W hen Secretary 
Evarts oidered the A m erican troops to fol­ 
low the raiding Indians across the bouud- 
ery into M exican territory—w ithout re­ 
gard to M exican troops, and w ithout pre­ 
vious agreem ent w ith the M exican G overn­ 
m ent—popular feeling here 
became so 
m uch exasperated th at Diaz and his M inis­ 
ters could w ith difficulty keep the m ilitary 
elem ent quiet till m atters could be diplo­ 
m atically arranged. 
Discussing the ques­ 
tion one day w ith an A m erican, Diaz said : 
“ W hile I w ant peace and com m erce w ith 
th e sister Republic, and am free to confess 
th at from a m ilitary po in t of view she is as 
m uch stronger than we as fifty m illions 
are stronger than ten m illions, still if duty 
calls me, 1 will prom ptly put m yself at the 
head of m y country and face’tho bullets 
from the oilier side of the RioG rande. 
T he 
chances are th at one of those bullets would 
strik e m e. 
B ut w hile it w ould be a glor­ 
ious thing to die defending ray country 
against an invader, yet it would' b esa d to 
contem plate the tw o forem ost Republics of 
A m erica slaughtering each other.” 


SENOB MANUEL DUBLAC, 
Secretaiy of tbe T reasury, is another sub­ 
stantial leader oi M exican affairs. 
I’er- 
sonally, he is a m all of portly bearing and 
polished m anners, of lew words, but a 
deep thinker. 
H e is an accom plished 
law yer, and before entering the Cabinet 
bail been m any years in Congress—latterly 
in tbe Senate, representing bis native State, 
O axaca. 
It m ay be m entioned, m passant, 
that there is no little disatisfaction tlirough- 
out M exico because Oaxaca (Diaz' native 
State! has been called upon to fill so m any 
high places under th e present adm inistra­ 
tion, w hile m ost of the States have no 
representation at all, except in tbe lower 
house of Congress, w here -th o u g h one 
D eputy i» allow eo to every 40.000 people__ 
everybody know s th at the body is directly 
controlled by the President. 
W hen General Diaz received tbe P resi­ 
dency from Gonzalez, on December 1,1884, 
tb e treasury was absolutely em pty, and 
vox jw pnii charged th at th e' Gonzalez ad­ 
m inistration bad been the m ost extrava­ 
gantly ruinous 
one 
M exico 
had ever 
know n. 
A t any rate Gonzalez entered the 
office a poor m an—having been an obscure 
soldier ó f fortune till bis ow n pluck and 
Diaz’ favor brought him to th e fore—and 
d uring his four years of “ golden oppor­ 
tu n ity ” he is know n to have enriched him ­ 
self to th e enorm ous am ount of $15,000,­ 
000. 
Not even his w arm est partisans— 
and there are a few—dare dispute this 
statem ent. 
H e is one of the m ost de­ 
term ined of the several candidates now in 
the field for re-election. 
D uring his pre­ 
vious term it is said th at Diaz kept him 
well under control by a secret bargain they 
had m ade whereby’ one should help the 
other to occupy the office alternately— 
w hich m ight have been done,so ta ra s law, 
is concerned, as the C onstitution then 
stood. 
Since Diaz has broken tb e faith 
and w ants ail the loaves and fishes for h im ­ 
self, it is authoritatively stated th at G on­ 
zalez, w ho is now Diaz' bitter enem y, will 
raise an opposing arm y if be (Diaz) a t­ 
tem pts the second successive-term business. 
How it happened th at certain prom inent 
m en of th e Gonzalez A dm inistration be­ 
cam e so w onderfully w ealthy in four years' 
tim e, m ay be indicated by citing only one 
of m any w ell-know n operations. 
\Var- 
widiiws and old pens:oners, who were en­ 
titled by Act o f 
Congress to draw a

and it was whispered th at high 
functionaries of the G overnm ent deep in 
th e confidence of Gonzalez, were partners 
w ith these sam e “ palace br ikers,” as they 
were called.

T hough this w ent hard in m any cases, to 
their credit be it said th at the people sub­ 
m itted quietly, for they knew that the 
wholesale robberies of th e G onzale crewz 
bad rendered “ heroic m easures ’’ neces­ 
sary. 
In tb e m eantim e the arrangm ent of 
th e London debt, th e interior debt, the 
railroad and other concessions were all re­ 
vised by th e indefatigable M inister. 
A t 
the end of one year Senor D ublau declared 
that the G overnm ent could now resum e 
paym ent of subsidies, restore th e reduced 
salaries of the public servants and begin to 
pay th e iuterest on the national debt. 
T he n atural result of this wise course is 
th at business has greatly im proved. Look­ 
ing over the revenue returns for th e fiscal 
year ending Ju n e 30, 1886. we find the fig­ 
ures were a little over $29,000,000; while 
for tiie fitst eight m onths of the current 
fiscal year (up to F ebruary 28th) th e rev­ 
enue reached upw ards o f'$27,000,000. 
On 
all sides th e M exicans attribute their in ­ 
creased revenues largely to the progressive 
developm ent of trade w ith tbe U nited 
States, w hich the railroads have so greatly 
facilitated. 
In the m atter o f stam p duties, 
the increase in this source of revenue alone 
is nearly five m illion dollars during the 
above-m entioned eight m onths, over the 
w hole of the last fiscal year. T his certainly 
is a good show ing for M inister D ublau and 
for M exico's long-lost credit in th e m oney 
m arkets of tbe world. 
B ut after all, w hat 
shall we say of a G overnm ent w hich re­ 
alizes a large part of its incom e by con­ 
ducting a “ national lo ttery ” and a “ n a­ 
tional paw nshop.” 
. 
Ju st now the Secretary of the Treasury 
is engaged in am ending the custom ary 
tariffs and regulations, so as to render them 
m ore favorabie to the com m erce of Mexico, 
by increasing som e of the duties aud m ak­ 
ing im portant reductions in others. 
In 
this connection m ay be m entioned that new 


TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY SCHEME 
So displeasing to A m ericans. 
T be M exi­ 
can G overnm ent has recently issued an 
order to the several railroad an 1 telegraph 
com panies in M exico lim iting their tele­ 
graph privileges to tbe transaction ot rail­ 
road business only, anil forbidding com ­ 
m ercial or news messages. 
It is alleged 
that the cable is th e only telegraph system 
in this country w hich by the term s o f its 
charter is entitled to tb e privilege of send­ 
ing or receiving com m ercial or new s m es­ 
sages. 
Of course tbe object of tbe order is 
to secure business for the G overnm ent 
lines, although the officials them selves 
acknow ledge their inability to compete 
w ith the A m erican enterprise, as the latter 
lias been m aking a clean profit of 100 per 
cent, on all other than railroud messages. 
By tbe term s of th e edict, th e G overn­ 
m ent also claim s th e right to fine and oth­ 
erwise to punish correspondents for past 
transgressions—although as yet there is no 
law on the subject, and the charter recites 
no penalty, so th at in such cases it is left 
entirely with the G overnm ent to fix the fine 
or punishm ent. 
T here are usually two 
fines and then a forfeiture of the privilege. 
T he M exican C entral road will be the 
greatest loser by enforcem ent of tbe ordi­ 
nance, as their office at the City of Mexico 
alone realizes at least forty thousand dollars 
per annum for its com m ercial work. 
T he 
Associated Press of Mexico also receives its 
news by this line, and tbe new order will 
operate disastrously on this feature of M ex­ 
ican journalism , as" it will double the tariff 
on news messages. 
For instance, tb e ordi­ 
nary tariff on two thousand words between 
the Citv of M exico and tbe n orthern bor­ 
der will be nearly $700. 
Probably tb e rail­ 
roads w ill contend for th eir rights ; but as 
the M exican G overnm ent wishes to secure 
the advantages for its own telegraph sys 
tem , and as by special stipulations in the 
charters conceded to foreign com panies and 
corporations all controversies of the kind 
are required to be settled in the Courts of 
this country, there can be no doubt of the 
issue. 
THE MINISTER OF WAR. 
General H inojosa t pronounced Ee-no-ho- 
sah) lias ably seconded all m ovem ents to 
w ard econom y, w hich did not directly 
touch his own departm ent. Since it is well 
know n in Mexico that he who can control 
the array controls th e country, it isa prim e 
principle th at whoever m av be left in 
arrears as to his jn st dues, it" m u st not be 
these substantial pro¡>3 to the G overnm ent. 
Gonzalez, being him self a soldier, under­ 
stands tliis thoroughly, and during his ad­ 
m inistration th e m ilitary favorites garnered 
a rich harvest. 
T hough so universally 
hated, tljp strength which m akes this ex- 
l'resident so form idable a rival in the way 
of Diaz' am bition, lies in the fact th at bis 
soldiers are sure of a liberal share of all 
his stealings. 
T he present W ar M inister is a portly and 
allable old gentlem an, whose sturdy honesty 
in a place w here “ p ick in g s” are easy, is 
rare enough to cause m uch com m ent in n 
country w here everybody w ho can helps 
him self from the public crib. 
W ar M inis­ 
ters before him have built elegant m an­ 
sions w ithin six m onths after taking tiie 
office, and at the end of the term have left 
th eir posts rolling in w ealth. 
Som e vears 
before entering th e Cabinet. G eneral H ino­ 
josa began building a modest cottage in the 
suburbs of the city, and after occupying his 
office tw o years anil a h a lf. th e house still 
rem ains unfinished, though its cost when 
com pleted will not be m ore than $10.000. 
lie does not even own a carriage, but rides 
betw een his hom e and th e palace in a 
second-class hack, whose legalized tar.if is 
50 cents per hour. 
It has been said th at " governm ent of the 
people, for the people, and by the people, 
w hich cannot protect the people, should’ 
perish from the face of tbe earth 
and if 
this be true, the extinction o f the present 
G overnm ent of Mexico is only a question 
of tim e. 
In tru th , the M inisters are but 
th e Secretaries of an absolute presidential 
wiil, w hich orders anil directs all m anner 
of things, from a bull-light to a declaration 
of war. 
Yet, th eir intim ate know ledge of 
presidential foibles and shrew d devices by 
which to m old the presidential m ind gives 
them a pow er second only to th at of the 
suprem e ruler of the nation. 
Indeed, such 
autocrats are these officials under the pres 
ent m iscalled R epublican 
G overnm ent, 
tb at people speak of them derisively as 
"T h e six Kings o f M exico,” and of" the 
P resident as D ictator Diaz. 
In m any instances a M inister m av dis­ 
pense w iih personal application to the E x­ 
ecutive, and em ploy his ow n nam e with 
the sam e effect. 
T his affords a latitude 
m ore th an dangerous—a privilege synony­ 
m ous w ith the

m ore form idable, because m ade use of witli 
m uch less form ality and greater frequency. 
Are you anxious to get rid of a trouble­ 
som e fellow w ho is ogling your sw eetheart, 
or has fixed his eyes upon som e position 
which you do.-ire, or stands betw een your­ 
self and th e sam e, or doing anything else 
you do not like? 
If you are a friend of 
any one of th e M inisters, or. better still, 
a friend of som e clerk in his office, you 
can easily obtain (either through friend­ 
ship or a stipulated consideration) a Gov­ 
ernm ental order, dispatching the offensive 
person to the prison of Belam , or to some 
other place you m ay nam e, as a suspected 
revolutionist, or an enem y to the G overn­ 
m ent in som e guise. To be su re .b e may 
have a fam ily of his own. or business 
w hich requires his constant attention ; but 
such trifles m atter not a straw - i f yon 
weigh m ore than he does. 
The tricks to which som e well-bribed 
M inister ot th e past, rolling in tbe w ealth 
and rich presents w hich this corruption in ­ 
sured, have been know n to resort in order 
to obtain tb e P resident's signature to som e 
paper necessary to the succ.-ss of their 
clients' cause, are as ingenious as they were 
effective. 
No m atter how hopeless the 
the case m ay seem, nor how m uch of a 
foregone conclusion it m ay be th at tbe 
President will refuse to sign the docum ent, 
th e M inister never loses confidence in his 
ability to conduct tbe m atter to a successful 
issue. _He slyly slips th e pa¡ier into his 
t*or folio, there to lie until he th in k s the 
favorable m om ent has arrived—perhaps 
when the President is indisposed and dis­ 
inclined lor the details of business. 
H e 
then craves perm ission to subm it for the 
Presidential signature a few m atters o f a n ­ 
cient date. 
T he President lazily assents. 
Perhaps the hrsl harm less ilocntnent or 
tw o are partially read befoie the m ightv 
nam e is affixed, tint this form alitv is dis­ 
pensed w ith, in th e m idst of pleasant talk, 
before the im portant paper is sigi ed and 
returned to th e M inister's portfolio. 
Tne

H ow to Give th e N erves a R e st—E s­ 
th etic U n d erclo th in g a n d O ther 
M atters o f Interest. 


One often reads or hears it said th at tbe 
peace and happiness of th e household de­ 
pend upon th e wife or m other. T he asser­ 
tion is not strictly true. 
A s the m other is 
or should be w ith her children m ore, her 
influence is greater than any one’s else; 
bu t does not tbe father's daily exam ple 
som etim es counteract tb at influence? C hil­ 
dren, says Golden Ilule, are close observers, 
and are apt im itators e f their eiders. Should 
th e father be addicted to the h abit of fault- 
linding, especially in regard to the food set 
before him at m eal tim e, an d the weary, 
discouraged wife—in the vain attem pt to 
defend her reputation as cook—arouses his 
ire by m aking excuses, then tb e children 
of the fam ily will be listeners to an angry 
tirade—or w hat is worse—a quarrel, if the 
m other has not com plete control of her 
tem per—aud, o f course, they will be apt to 
follow th e exam ple set before them , and 
discord will reign in tb e fam ily. 
T h at is 
not an attractive picture of hom e life, yet 
in som e fam ilies such a scene is enacted al­ 
m ost every day. 
Men often m ar th e h a p ­ 
piness of wives and children by fault-find­ 
ing, and surely they add nothing to their 
ow n peace of m ind by indulging in it. 
It 
is ju s ta s m uch the husband’s duty to sit 
dow n to th e table w ith a cheerful, su n ­ 
shiny face, and m ake the best of th e lood 
set before him , as it is th e wife’s duty to 
keep tbe house in order and prepare the 
m eals regularly. 
W om an's efforts to please in the m atter 
of cooking are rarely appreciated, or, if so, 
she bears no word of condem nation. Men 
do not seem to realize bow m uch a w om ­ 
an’s heart hungers for words of praise from 
her husband's lips. 
If she prepares som e 
dainty dish to tem pt bis appetite, he is too 
careless to note-how eagerly she w aits to 
know if be likes it. 
A ppreciation is one 
of th e best incentives the w orld affords. 
After the labors incident to tbe preparation 
of a m eal, how it seem s to rest a wife to 
hear h er husband say . “ H ow nice and 
light your biscuits are,” or, “ W ife, this 
m eat is cooked to suit ray taste,” or other 
words o f com m endation 
A few w ords of 
approval repay her for her trouble. 
Ju st try this for once, careless husband, 
and see it your wife’s face doesn't light up 
and all traces of w eariness disappear on 
the instant. Ob, th in k o f tbe m any things 
ycu can do to brighten h er life. ‘A little 
appreciation by one she loves goes a good 
way tow ard 
m aking a w om an happy. 
M any a w eary wife drags out her life u n ­ 
appreciated, scarcely finding a word of 
sym pathy from h er husband. 
“ He has careful words for the stranger. 
And smiles for the sometime- guest, 
But oft for his own th e bitter tone, 
Though he loves his own the best.” 
T hat such a m an's hom e is unhappy is 
m ainly his ow n fault. 


RESERVE YOUR NERVES. 
A w riter in Good Housekeeping advises a 
habit of “ w holesale negligence” in the fol­ 
low ing pleasant fashion, and it is advice 
w orth pondering upon. 
T he too exacting 
housekeeper is som etim es a greater trial 
than a sloven : 
A lthough we know there are m any w o­ 
m en who do work entirely alone, it is* very 
hard indeed for one w om an to take down 
bedsteads and shake carpets and move 
heavy furniture, not to speak o f taking 
down and m oving stoves, y e ti have know n 
women to do all this and more, but tosonie 
it would be physically impossible, and 
m any who do it ought not to do it. 
They 
m ay suffer all the latter part o f th eir lives 
from abuse of tbe inexhaustible energy 
w hich leads them to overtax them selves. 
To women so situated and so «instituted, I 
w ould give the advice w hich I fear they 
will not. perhaps cannot, follow. 
C ulti­ 
vate a w holesale habit o f negligence. 
It is 
better th e stove rem ain up all sum m er, it 
heavy, than you shauld m ove i t ; better a 
dusty carpet for a few m onths than that 
you should lay up for yourself an early old 
age. 
‘ 
Not that housew ork,scrubbing, cleaning, 
even beyond w hat is looked upon as a 
wom an's 
lim it, 
is 
hurtful, 
if 
not 
carried beyond your strength. 
If you can 
trust yourself to cease w hen vou are really 
and heartily tired, w hen rest is refresh­ 
m ent ; but too m any wom en w ork ju st to 
finish this or that, long after fatigue basset 
in. 
T heir bodies m ay not feel m uch m ore 
tired than they were an hour or tw o earlier, 
but instead of cheerful physical fatigue, 
w hen it is real com fort to sit dow n and 
rest, and laugh and talk perhaps, and read 
som ething p lea sa n t; instead of this good 
feeling has com e nervous fatigue, a very 
different m atter ; the least word irritates us, 
and when we finally cease it is not to rest 
with cheerful talk or reading, and a delici­ 
ous sense o f work done ami repose earned, 
but we sink down too tired to rest, feeling 
worn out. ill, and ready to cry rather than 
lau d ). 
W e m ay get over once such abuse as this, 
or two or three times, but by degrees this 
nervous irritability will become, not a rare 
experience consequent on a rare fatigue, 
but will tollow even very little exertion, 
aud tbe result be th e shattered, pallid wo­ 
m an, faded and worn out long before life's 
prim e, and probably the tim e will then 
have come for her when she not only is not 
able to do very m uch, but she is unable to 
refrain from trying to do. 
Therefore I say, 
if the work tb a t seem s so necessary causes 
m ore than a healthy fatigue, let it go. 
Keep th e house “ broom c lean ;” do just 
w hat m ust be done and reserve your nerves 
for your husband and children.' It is vonr 
duty. 
HOOD TASTE IN T tiE HOME. 
D on't sw am pyour hom es.is Rose T erry's 
advice to wom en. 
No, not even your par­ 
lors w ith all kinds of hom e-m ade finery, 
splint wa'il-pqckcts, crotclieted waste bags, 
patchw ork tidies, dead leaves, em pty bird’s 
nest, alum baskets, vases m ade out of flow­ 
er po's, psper flowers; all these are too 
flimsy, too utterly w ithout “ excuse for be­ 
in g ;” try and m ake the colors of vour 
house harm onious; if you have a red and 
yellow carpet d o n 't m ake a yellow rag rug 
of green and red to adorn it.

T he draw ers are m ade to m atch, and verv 
large in the leg. 
V alenciennes is the lead­ 
ing lace em ployed, but there is also a new 
guipure, in which th e finest tatting unites 
ihe em broidery. Q uite th e newest idea is 
alternate squares ot lace and work, an inch 
square. 
T he skill of French fingers is 
by tbe clever way in w hich the trim m ings 
on the chem ises display the neck off to 
the greatest advantage.

n ic k oft ' is Court Journal English, vou 
know ) 
T he nightgow ns arc no longer sim ple 
garm ents, but pretty and becom ing. 
One 
of solt pink silk, for exam ple, m ade w ith a 
W atteau plait at the back, bad a tacked 
yoke trim m ed w ith lace, a thick lace frill 
dow n the front and around th e neck, lace 
ruffles at the wrist. Som e o f these Parisian 
nightgow ns have quite 
shallow yokes, 
composed entirely of lace insertion, th e 
sleeves to the elbow of stripes of the same, 
and from elbow to w rist silk tncks alter­ 
nate w ith insertion ; tbe low er parts on 
m any sleeves are all tacks, w hile others 
again have rows of insertion going round 
tbe arm . 
In th e w hite nightgow ns m uch 
fine veining w ork is introdnced, all m ade 
by band. 
The old-fashioned frills w orn 
or pur grandfather’s shirts are now adapted 


to nightgow ns, w hich are a tribute to tb e 
skill of m odern needlew om en. 
T be new dress petticoats are m ade short 
—a m arked im provem ent, for, elaborately 
trim m ed as they are, th e trains ooulil 
hardly be worn m any tim es. 
They are 
m ade often w ith tliree-inch wide lace in ­ 
sertion in horizontal rows, and a new kind 
of lace called point de Paris is employed. 
Like all the laces used in lingerie, it is of a 
yellow cream tint, not ecru ; it has a wire 
ground, w ith large, bold flowers. 
A good 
deal of im itation and real M echlin is also 
used on these petticoats. 
T be trim m ings 
on back and front are m ostly different; the 
lace and insertion are placed horizontally 
in th e one and perpendicularly in the other, 
but frequently divided by narrow tucks. 
F eath er stitching Leads m ost of these 
tucks, and th e edge of th e sk irt is com ­ 
posed of row upon row of lace. 
W ide rib­ 
bon is threaded som etim es through the in ­ 
sertion, and som etim es the petticoat itself 
is m ade of spotted m uslin ; indeed, all and 
everyone of these elaborate skirts would 
serve as dresses w ith a fashionable tea 
jacket or m atinee. 


DISCONTENTED WIVES. 
“ W hy is it th at so m any w om en of so­ 
cial ru ltu re are unhappy in th eir m arried 
life and discontented w ith th eir husbands?” 
asks the New Y ork Sun. 
" Is it not because the pursuits and occu­ 
pations of husbands are ap t to unfit them 
to share the tastes and pleasures of wives 
w ho have the am bition and leisure to per­ 
fect them selves in the graces and accom ­ 
plishm ents of our elegant society? 
As 
m any a foreigner ot cultivation has ob­ 
served, and as everybody fam iliar w ith our 
social life m ust be aw are, the w om en here 
are generally superior to the m en in polish, 
nicety of adaptation to th eir surroundings, 
an d even in education, especially so far as 
concerns the m ore refined tastes in art and 
literature. 
T his is because th e wom en 
have so m uch m ore tim e and so m any 
m ore opportunities to acquire w hat is 
requisite to cultivation and refinem ent. 
T he husband m ust rush dov.-u town early 
in th e m orning and spend bis day iu the 
rough-and-ready contest for m oney, w hile 
tbe wife rem ains at hom e w ith am ple leis­ 
ure to expend the m oney be w ins for her 
use, in gratifying her desires for solid or 
superficial 
accom plishm ents and social 
pleasure and experience. 
O f course, be is 
likely to fall behind her in such cultiva­ 
tion, and th e longer he delves and she 
profits by th e opportunities his w ealth se­ 
cures for her, th e greater the gulf between 
them it* that respect. 
She is an elegant 
w om an of society, and he only a hard­ 
w orking m an of business, whose daily toil 
leaves its m ark on his m ind an d his m an­ 
ner. 
Society is the sphere in w hich such a 
w om an w ould shine. 
H er only chance for 
a b rillian t career is there, and the im pulse 
w hich drives a m an to seek fam e in poli­ 
tics or affairs Í3 iu her an am bition for 
pow er and consequence in the social world. 
B ut when she seeks to gratify it, she m ay 
find th at the purpose is balked because her 
w ork-a-day husband has exhausted his en­ 
ergy’ before the hour of her activity comes. 
H e is tireil out at the eud of the day, and 
not until th e day is over does the great 
business of social pleasure begin. 
W ith us, 
too, m en are apt to have satisfied their de­ 
sire for such occupations at a period of life 
w hen social excitem ent m ay be m ost at­ 
tractive to women. 
Is it surprising, then, 
th a t conjugal discords occur in a social 
sphere w here th e m en are absorbed in 
w ork and roughened by affairs, w hile the 
wom en have acquired the tastes and ap ti­ 
tudes of an elegant leisure ?”

— Some 
people on this coast are inclined to believe 
—or affect to believe—th at the fruit-grow ­ 
ing business is in danger of being over­ 
done. 
T he sam e thing was said ten years 
ago. w hen th e industry was in its earliest 
infancy. 
H ow groundless such fears are 
m ay be quickly discovered by any unpre­ 
judiced inquirer who will investigate. The 
U nited States im ports annually about 60,­ 
000.000 pounds of prunes, 7,000.000 pounds 
of figs, 63,000.000 pounds of raisins, 5,000,­ 
000 pounds of alm onds, 18,000 carloads of 
oranges and lem ons, 230 carloads of pre­ 
served fruits, 250 carloads of olive oil and 
650 carloads of other fruits, representing a 
total value of over $20,000,000; then add to 
this th e im m ense am ount of wine w hich is 
im ported and wiiich can be m ade here, the 
export trade in canned and dried fruits, 
wines, etc., already large, w hich m ay be 
alm ost indefinitely increased, the natural 
grow th of our population and tiie equally 
natural grow th of a dem and for fruit, as it 
can be supplied cheaper—viewing all this, 
w ho can say that the possibilities of Pacific 
coast fruit business have not yet been im ­ 
agined. even by the m ost sanguine friends 
of the industry '¡— Pacific Fruit Grower.

A pricots.—A prom inent fruit­ 
grow er recently received from C hicipotiu 
account of sales of dried aprico s. 
T ie y 
were sold in that m arket for 20 cents a 
pound. 
lie could probably have sold 
m any thousand pounds m ore at the sam e 
price. 
W hen the com m issions and freight 
were deducted it left him as a net result 
about 17 cents a pound for his dried apri­ 
cots. 
T his is just about equal to 3» cents 
a pound for the green fruit, w hich is about 
63 per cent, m ore than th e ruling price 
paid at th e canneries last year. 
T his re­ 
sult sustains the opinion expr- ssed in this 
paper m any m onths ago that the true way 
to avoid gluts in the local m arket, hath 
here and on th e other side o f the country, 
is to dry all the surplus fruit. 
Iu the in ­ 
stance here quoted the fruit grow er had 
bleached his fruit by a very sim ple sulphur 
process. 
H e sent it to m ark et in good 
order. 
Now, if the fruit-grow er can ob­ 
tain better results by drying his fruit, he 
w ill finally adopt that m ethod. 
It involves 
extra w ork and considerable care and skill. 
B u tin th e instance cited there was this 
special advantage. 
T he apricots were soft 
—they would not bear transportation. 
H e 
could not have sold that fruit at 11 cents a 
pound.— San Jose Herald.

QECTION 1— EVERY PARENT, GUARDIAN 
I J or other peisou in the Srate o f California 
having control and charge o f anv child or 
children between the ages of eight and fourteen 
years, shull be required to send any such child 
or children to a public school for a period of at 
least tw o-thirds of th e tim e during which a 
public school shall be taught iu each city, or 
citv and county, or school d istrict in each school 
year, t ommen. ing on the first dav ot July, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand eight hun­ 
dred an d seventy-four, at least twelve weeks of 
w hich shail be consecutive, unless such child 
or children are exem ed lrom such attendance 
by the Board of Education of the city, or citv 
and county, or of the Trust* es ol the school 
district in which such parents, or guardians, or 
other persons reside, upon its being show n to 
th eir satisfaction (hat his or her bodily m ental 
condition has been such as to preven attend­ 
ance at school or application to study for tbe 
period required, or th at the parents or guardian» 
are extrem ely poor, or sick, or th -t such child 
or children are taught in a private school, or at 
home, in such branches as are u-tialiy taught in 
the prim ary schools in this State, or have al 
ready acquired a good knowledge nt such

MABEL GRAY, 


1 heard the story sitting under the trees 
in front of the house where she had lived 
and died; the sad-faced woman who had 
hravelv borne her lot, and uncom plain­ 
ingly laid down to rest in the little church­ 
yard at the foot of the hill, leaving no 
record hut the simple inscription : “ To die 
is gain.” 
Everything seemed in keeping with the 
recital of her history, short and simple 
though it was. 
Vet filled with all the 
ho[M?lcss yearning of a life th a t must have 
been fcnt one long sigh of disappointment. 
Tlie robin above our heads sang low in 
sym pathy, and the hum of the bee sank to 
a murmurous cadence among the marigolds 
and asters while 1 listened to the sound of 
my triend’s softly-uttered tribute to the 
memory of her who had borne so long and 
patiently the burden of her lifetime sor­ 
row. 
They came from the East, father, mother 
and tw ochihlren—son and daughter. 
For 
months l-efore their arrival the house had 
been undergoing repairs. 
It was one of 
those 
old-fashioned stone dwellings so 
common among the better class of farmers 
whose wealth was principally in men and 
women, and the result of whose labor will 
stand for generations to come as monu­ 
ments of an institution established bv 
violence and canceled with blood. 
The old 
vine-covered 
porch 
disap­ 
peared, and a verandah took its place, 
while the dense row of locusts opened 
ranks to let the sunshine through into the 
hitherto damp and darksome rooms; the 
noise of the trowel and the hammer re­ 
sounded through the empty corridors, and 
finally died away w ith the falling of the 
leaves and the return of snow that brought 
with it the new family. 
They were very quiet withal, and after 
the first few formal calls were made and 
returned, the current of life in our little 
neighlairhood Howed on as smoothly as if 
no event had occurred to disturb tlie 
monotony of its smooth surface, and the 
winter had not yet gone ere the new house­ 
hold ceased to create any stir. 
They had never sought the society of 
any, contenting themselves with such an 
exchange of civilities as would preserve 
them from the charge of exclusiveness, 
ignoring none of the usages of the society 
into which they had voluntarily entered, 
and gave no cause for the absurd rumors 
that so often assail those under like cir­ 
cumstances and from which they were not 
free. 
Their places were regularly filled at the 
village church,and none were loth to num­ 
ber them among their guests; yet the mys­ 
tery th at must always surround those who 
come into a community unheralded by a 
knowledge of their antecedents clung to 
them in spite of education, wealth and so­ 
cial distinction. 
The mourning garb, than which no more 
absurd costume could be invented, with its 
horrible suggestiveness, fit relic of a bar­ 
barous custom, was the constant dress of 
both mother and daughter, and when the 
latter referred to it once with evident pain 
as worn in memory of an elder brother, no 
one was cruel or uncourteous enough to 
pursue the subject further. 
The one peculiarity that came to he re­ 
marked more frequently as the short, dark 
days of winter gradually gave place to 
spring, and the genial air with its whispers 
of violets aud bluebells tem pted the loiter­ 
ing feet into the lichls and byways, was 
the constant companionship that existed 
among the members of the quiet house­ 
hold in thoir long, and ofti n times solitary 
walks. 
The young man, especially, seemed to 
be an ni joet of peculi ir solicitude on the 
part of the sister, who accompanied him 


o n almost ail invasions, seldom leaving 
him for a moment, even in the company 
of the father or mother, and never in that 
of the old colored woman who sometimes 
accompanied them seemingly unnoticed, 
but always within calling distance. 
I had met Maide < ¡ray aud her brother 
during the winter, before this peculiarity 
had (vine to be noticed, and was struck 
w ith the careworn expression that seemed 
to be stamped upon every feature of her 
exquisitely-molded fa c ; a care that bad 
in it a something of wistfulness and some­ 
thing of sorrow, a mingling, as it were, of 
pain and pleasure; not the pain arising 
from physical suffering, nor the pleasure 
of simple, joyous girlhood, but pain that 
comes iram the heartache and the pleasure 
that follows duly cheerfully perform ed; 
that strangely quiet happiness that looks 
from tb s windows of the soul ¡uni glorifies 
the sadness it cannot remove. 
Hers was 
tlie beauty of a statue rather than a pic­ 
ture ; tho snowy purity of face and round­ 
ed completeness of form th at sleeps only in 
the dazzling whiteness of th e marble, as if 
nature had given to her, one of tlie least 
immortal of her works, the beautifully 
chiseled outlines and delicately marked 
curve# which art reserves for the most im- 
jierishahle of its creations. 
H er style of dress was simple even to 
plainness, and yet you would forget it all 
in the absorbing interest of her face, so 
strangely did it attract, and yet repel any­ 
thing that seemed to iuvito confidence, as 
if her sonlwere a book in which you might 
write your own joys or sorrows, but from 
which yon m ight never hope to read wliat 
she had w ritten there. 
1 have often won­ 
dered since in looking back to the time 
when 1 first knew Maliel Gray, what it was 
that led me to confide to her keeping what 
no other human being ever knew ; and to­ 
day, after the lapse of years, when she who 
inspired that confidence lies in the little 
churchyard yonder, 1 think of the happy 
life th a t has been mine and the sad one

The brother partook very little of the 
sister’s strange, sad beauty, and save for 
the coler in eyes and hair no tine would 
have detected the relationship, and though 
from my intimacy with Maliel 1 was 
thrown much in his society, the resem­ 
blance never appeared to ine as it did to 
others, ai»d to tnedav of her death 1 could 
not have detected the relationship had it 
not been told to me, they seemed so differ­ 
ent from each other in temperament, 
tastes, and all else that we usually look 
for in members of the same family. 
lie would have attracted little attention 
except for her, and it seemed to be her

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A u stralia’s G rotesque Botany and Eccen­ 
tric Zoology, 
A discovery has recently been made in 
the Wellington Caves of New South Wales 
which might well be described, in the lan­ 
guage of Mr. S# iveller, as “ a startler and 
a staggerer” for all paleontologists. The 
trouvaille in question consists of two or 
three very complete jawbones of some large 
prediluvial anim al, tlie teeth especially be­ 
ing in an excellent state of preservation. 
They resemble tlie remains of no living 
creature at present roaming over the scrub 
or the fern-clad mountains in the great 
island-continent. Local savants incline to 
regard them as indicativeof oneof the large 
carnivora, and the best and boldest opinions 
did not fear to proclaim that these jawbones 
resembled the dental system and general 
outlines of those of the lion. But the king 
of the foresLwas never supposed hitherto 
to have inhabited, in any shape or at any 
date, New South Wales or any other part of 
Australia. 
The largest beast of prey at present roam ­ 
ing over the pastures and thickets of the 
country is the dingo, or native dog—an a n ­ 
imal as handsome as he is predatory and 
insatiable, which kill the settlers' sheep by 
hundreds, and is slain, in return, wherever 
encountered. The rest of the existing fauna 
of Australia is well known to be as gro­ 
tesque as its botany. Everybody is aware 
bow extraordinary that is, with clomps of 
shiorks, or she-oaks, which have for their 
foliage hair instead of leaves: with gum- 
trees. or eucalypti; and strange fruit trees ; 
of which the last amaze by their vagaries, 
while the lirst grows to so prodigious a 
bight, and produces a powerful febrifuge, 
and, moreover, instead of shedding its 
leaves periodically, drops its bark, its 
mighty roots draining water from large 
areas of the soil, and thus preventing m a­ 
laria. 
In the dry wilderness of the land grow 
quantities of 
am aranths, with shining 
white and yellow* blossoms, which seem in­ 
dependent of water, like those mysterious 
vegetables of the Arabian and Egyptian 
deserts—the ice-plant and the wild melon— 
which, in the most arid spots, overspread 
the sand with leaves, seemingly covered 
with frosted dew, and with fresh green and 
silvery globes which seem so tempting, but 
are bitter and poisonous. Australia, in 
fact, with its grotesque botany and eccen­ 
tric zoology, has always been looked Upon 
by naturalists as a sort of out-house of Na­ 
ture. where, utterly undisturbed and uu- 
approached by the vegetation and anim al 
life of other regions, except, perhaps, to 
the northward and across the Arafura sea 
she has amused the prodigious leisure of 
her pleistocene agts in wild experiment!. 
Besides the dingo, already mentioned, 
which is something between a dog and a 
yellow wolf, she has there conceived anil 
constructed the remarkable varieties ox 
kangaroos and wallabies, which 
bear 
scarcely any resemblance to the rest of her 
anim al world. 
In the forks of her giganticgum-trees she 
has hidden the opossum, and in the clefts 
of the gold-bearing rocks the comical but 
pugnacious wombat. On her lakes and 
creeks in Australia, still in a mood of 
irony and extravagance, she set her black 
swans swimming tens of thousands of 
years before the Latin.poet had spoken of 
such beings as an utter and obvious impos­ 
sibility. Over the rolling downs of that 
vast land, and the plains covered with 
flowering scrub, she turned 
her emus 
loose, clad, like no other bird, in bristles 
instead of feathers, and sitting on stony 
nests full of dark-green eggs. In the par­ 
rots, the cockatoos, the small birds, snakes, 
and insects of this her antipodean retreat, 
Nature has had the air of keeping the vast 
island as an atelier of all sorts of creative 
experiments, some of which turned out 
well, and were successfully transplanted, 
like the opossum, to distant continents; 
while of some she herself has seeaied posi­ 
tively ashamed, reproducing them never 
again. Nowhere else has she allowed us to 
discover a congener of that odd invention, 
the ornithorhyncus platypus, which has 
the beak of a duck, the body of hu otter, 
the tail of a squirrel, the spurs of a cock, 
which swims like a fish, burrows like a 
water-rat, has web-feet like a water fowl 
and lays eggs like a turtle. 
Nature has perpetrated all these amazing 
eccentricities in her Australasian studio, 
and slie has. besides, contrived some quaint 
types there in reptiles, birds and fishes. 
Nobody, however, would have expected 
that anything in the shape of a lion ever 
roamed the scrub, which a hundred years 
ago was traversed only by the degraded 
aboriginal black man. The relics from the 
Wellington tavern were sent over to Eng­ 
land to be submitted for an authoritative 
opinion to Sir Richard Owen. That most 
learned professor, as is well known, needs 
only to inspect the tooth of an anim al, 
even though it be primeval aud wholly ex­ 
tinct, to gather fiom the size and character 
of molars, incisors and the rest the precise 
nature of the creature to which the fossil 
belonged. 
Again and again, in his erudite career,lie 
has thus trium phantly foretold from a 
single tooth or a vertebra wliat thereat of 
the vanished anim al must and would have 
been, and same later discovery has turned 
up theentire skeleton just as the professor 
predicted it. 
He knows how to repeople 
by scientific imagination the swamps and 
solitudes of the early world with all those 
monstrous and hideous creatures which 
once roamed over the untilled earth, and 
disputed its sovereignty with that “ poor, 
soft forked thing ’ called man. who was, 
nevertheless, destined to win the battle for 
supremacy because he could oppose the tins 
of his finger and thum b. To Sir Richard, 
therefore, went these fossil relics from New 
South Wales, and lie at once declared them 
to be indeed fragments of a veritable lion, 
as lame as any at present existing, whose 
midnight roar to-day rolls thunderously in 
the jungle of Africa. He considers, how­ 
ever. that the extinct beast was specialized 
in Australia by possessing the marsupium, 
or pouch, which is the distinctive mark of 
so many anim als there. 
The least intelligent naturalist will be 
well aware that the female kangaroo pro­ 
duces her young in an unfinished condi­ 
tion, and instantly transfers them, blind 
and ill-formed, to a sort of apron pocket 
which she wears upon her stomach. There 
the little creatures nestle down, and. fast­ 
ening their mouth Upon the mother s teats, 
help themselves to the maternal susten­ 
ance whenever, like Mrs. Gamp, they feel 
“ so disposed.” It is o n eo f the prettiest 
sights of the Australian forests to see these 
little beings take refuge in the familiar 
pouch when the mother is suddenly dis­ 
turbed. and one of the most pathetic to 
watch her, when chased, at the moment of 
departing strength, m ournfully remove her 
offspring from their place of refuge, while 
she bounds away with her eyes turned back 
towards the cruel dogs. 
We know that the gigantic moa wandered 
over the valleys of New Zealand down 
to a compara ive recent date. There are 
legends among the Maoris that that im ­ 
mense bird, matched with which an ostrich 
is but a small affair, has been descried a 
century or two ago, stalking among the 
tree ferns of the Middle Island. 
W hat a 
tremendous sens di m it w o'ni be fors,»or;s- 
men to come upon either of these enormous 
experiments of nature I There exist vast 
umrodden tracks in both lands, but espe­ 
cially in Australia, which may conceivably 
contain all kinds of astounding secrets of 
the natural world.— London Telegraph.

TIIE ELEPHANT IN CEYLON. 


N um erous Uses to W hich It Is P u t—Its 
M arvelous Intellig en ce. 
To every nation on the globe Providence 
has vouchsafed some animals to serve as 
beasts of burdens to the people and ma­ 
terially aid them in gaining their liveli­ 
hood. In our own country the horse, the 
ox and the mule are co-laborers with m an­ 
kind in their struggle through life; the 
Laplander and Esquimaux, bundled in 
skins and comfortably seated on their 
sledges, flourish their" long whips over 
the heads of the reindeer or a pack of 
yelping dogs, who, straining in their prim i­ 
tive harness, fly swiftly over tne frozen 
crest of the snow or the dark blue line of 
ice that marks the course of the rivers. On 
the burning sands of Arabia the patient 
camel, the principal treasure of the child­ 
ren of the desert, toils patiently beneath 
the scorching rays of a tropical sun to assist 
his master in the great business of life; 
but it is left to India to utilize the hercu­ 
lean strength and sagacity of the most un­ 
couth of animals, the elephant. 
To those 
of our countrymen who are familiar with 
this beast only as it is exhibited from time 
to time by the showmen, the uses to which 
this most valuable creature is put. and the 
am ount of service he renders, not only to 
the natives of the land of idols, but to "the 
world at large, seems almost incredible. 
Several years ago the writer, then master 
of an American ship, was chartered in 
Bombay to proceed to a smali port in Cey­ 
lon, situated a few leagues to the northward 
of Point de Galle, to load heavy teak wood 
lumber for the Clyde, and it was here that 
he saw displayed the most striking intelli­ 
gence of the elephant. 
In Ceylon no rail­ 
roads stretch from the wooded districts of 
the interior to the sea coast, and tlie timber 
cut on the mountains lias to be dragged 
wearily over the miles of rough country in­ 
tervening between the place of its growth 
and the sea. 
From the lime the tree is 
felled and divested of its limbs until it is 
formed into rafts along the shore all the 
mechanical labor is performed by the ele­ 
phant. 
A drove of these animals, varying 
in num ber from five to ten, are conduelen 
into the woods by two or three natives and 
set to work. They know what is required 
of them, and at once pair oil (generally 
working in couples) to begin their day’s 
labor. Seizing a huge log with t’neir trunks 
they roll it upon their tusks, and, holding 
it firmly in place by coiling their trunk 
about it, they lift it bodily from th eg ro u n j 
and places it upon the rollers which are to 
aid in its transportation to the beach. It 
cases where the clearing will not adm it of 
their walking abreast with their burden, 
they will sidle along, carefully* avoiding all 
trees and stumps, until they place the log 
on its bed as squarely as "could the most 
skillful engineer; then returning at a lei­ 
surely gait, they pick up another log, and 
transport that in the same methodical 
manner, until the land-rait has assumed 
the required proportions. 
W hen the ground tier has been com­ 
pleted and they commence to build up. the 
ingenuity* of tbc anim al is most wonder­ 
fully displayed in lifting and depositing 
the heavy timbers in their place. One 
will lay his end down and, passing over to 
his companion, they will together carry 
that cud as fur across the foundation as 
they can reach and drop it. Then both 
will return to the lirst end, handling that 
in like manner, until bv successively treat­ 
ing each end, they work tlie log into place. 
The several squads pass and repass one an­ 
other without jostling or in any way inter­ 
fering with the work; and all this "is done 
without a word from the drivers, who 
spend most of their time peacefully sleep­ 
ing beneath the grateful shade of some 
neighboring palm. 
When the pile is com­ 
pleted the overseers lash it together with 
heavy chains and place rough harness, con­ 
sisting of breast-band and traces, upon the 
larger anim als of the drove, aud attach 
them to the structure, preparatory to drag­ 
ging them to the shore. This part of the 
business the elephants seem strongly to re­ 
sent, for the minute the harnesses are pr; - 
duced the bulls set up a dreadful trum pet­ 
ing, flourish their trunks in the air, and as­ 
sum e a most ferocious mien, but a few 
prods from the goad soon reduce them to 
subjection, and they* start fot the beach 
witnout further delay. The sm aller ani­ 
mals pick up the rollers that are left be­ 
hind, carry them ahead and lay them in 
place, the work being conducted’ upon the 
same principle upon which buildings a;e 
moved in our own country. On reacbirg 
the water's edge the elephant displays 
signs of the greatest pleasure, being invari­ 
ably allowed an opportunity to take a batb, 
which is heartily enjoyed by them. 
This completes one day’s work. The next 
morning stes them placing the tim ber in 
the water and building a floating ralt, 
which later is towed off by the ship’s crew 
awaiting the cargo. On the voyage in ques­ 
tion the writer on going ashore one m orn­ 
ing chanced to have several ship biscuit iu 
his pocket, and noticing one old elephant 
more sedate and wise-looking than his com­ 
panions, proffered him a cracker, which 
was eagerly accepted by the huge bean. 
After the supply hacl been exhausted he 
wound his trunk round into all the pock­ 
ets of the coal and not finding any more 
he sat up a most dismal trumpeting and 
turned again to his work. Amused by* his 
actions, when this same squad returned, 
which would be every other morning, this 
old patriarch was met by the writer with 
another lunch of biscuit, which was con­ 
tinued uutil the sly fellow came to look for 
it as a regular thing, and as soon as the 
toat left the ship's side would leave his 
partner in tbe lurch, despite the efforts of 
the drivers to prevent him, make a h rta : 
for the water, meeting us some distance 
from the shore. But, alas for the evils of a 
confirmed habit. One morning the 1 iscuit 
wi.s forgotten, and the reception which 
awi ited us would cause < ne more courage­ 
ous than a Yankee skipper aud his crew to 
quake with fear. Though carefully avoid- 
iding doing us any harm , he bellowed 
ioudly, stamped his feet with anger and 
tore around in a most frantic manner, 
throwing slicks, stones and whatever came 
in his way, high into the air. For a long 


time ne refused to go to work, and when 
finally driven to his task, went in the most 
sullen manner, his fit of sulks lasting 
throughout the entire day. 
In C ey lo n the elephant is not only used 
a-* a be-st of burden Jiu t as a dom estic serv­ 
ant. and not infrequently acts tlie part o f 
a nurse. 
T he fond m other will consign lier 
t n y babe to the care of ihis gigantic beast 
wit!H ii; a fear, w hile perform ing her house­ 
hold duties, and her m ost gentle caresses 
and careful attentions are scarcely su r­ 
passed by those bestowed upon her child 
by this novel attendant. 
If the infant cries 
it is carefully- lifted by the bilge tru n k and 
gently sw ayed back au d forth until it drops 
into a quiet sleep. 
Then it is laid upon 
the ground, and the elephant fans it w ith 
ils trunk, keeping aw ay flits and other in ­ 
sects w hich gather in sw arm s, all the while 
blow ing a cool b-eath 
upon the little 
sleeper; and woe be to the w ild beast of 
the jungle w hich seeks to do harm to his 
charge, for his days w ould be full of tro u ­ 
ble. 
T hese are but a few of the num erous 
acquirem ents of tbe elephant, but with 
these, how can the natives o f India, even 
if rude and ignorant, refrain from holding 
in reverence the m am m oth beast o f their 
country.— Boston Courier. 


iiEEixo Sounds.—A num ber of persons 
nave been known to possess tbe singular 
faculty of bearing sounds as colors. Galton 
mentions a case in which a whole language 
was developed for translating colors into 
sound and back again, so that the individ­ 
ual so gilted could read words out of a wall 
pat'ern, or paint a pattern to order t > rep­ 
resent a word.

FALSE NOTIONS OF C-0VESNK2NT. 
Professor I jester I-'. Ward, writing in 
tlie Forum for J une, stales a vital truth 
when lie says that the irrational distrust 
of government not only makes it worse 
than it otherwise would be, hut tends 
to give it the character it is accused 
of possessing. The old idea was that govern­ 
ment was essentially hostile to the people, 
and fastened upon them by fate, lint the 
modern idea surviving this erroneous oue 
is, that it is “ a necessary evil.” Xo mat­ 
ter how representative, says the essayist, 
it may be, it is still looked upon, to a great 
extent, as an arbitrary formality, with 
great power and evil intent, requiring the 
exercise of eternal vigilance to prevent it 
from destroying all liberty. 
While this conclusion is true as the es- 
lavi.its insists, it is true with limitations. 
Where such an idea obtains in America, we 
think inquiry will develop it to be the 
remnant of foreign heredity of opinion, or 
direct manifestation hv foreigners, who 
have not risen to a true conception of free 
and uninterfering government. 
The 
American who has studied the principles 
of his government cannot l>c led into any 
such erroneous lines of thought. 
He 
knows that the government is his, and the 
result of his action and his civilization; 
that he is one of many holding it in the 
hollow of the hand so far as personality is at 
all concerned. Hut the foreigner coming 
to 
the 
United 
States 
from 
a 
country where there is a governing 
aiul a governed class, finds it very difficult 
to disassociate the idea of his early ex­ 
perience from the new conditions in which 
he finds himself. The rule of the ma­ 
jority, the peaceable revolution in govern­ 
ment every few months by simply ascer­ 
taining the desire of the majority of the 
people, is to him, for a considerable period, 
so strange and involved, that he cannot 
realize the full importance and meaning of 
government of the people, by the people, 
and for the people only. Upon the more 
radical and ignorant of this class the 
Socialists and Communists fasten, and find 
them apt pupils for the acceptance of the 
doctrine that all government is tyranny, 
and all subjection is serfdom. 
So it is that the Communistic and Social­ 
istic ranks in America are chiefly 
filled with men and women who have 
wholly failed to rise to a level with the 
truth concerning the principles of free 
government, because they lifive not and 
will not shed their coats of prejudice 
against all authority. Scarcely one in a 
hundred of this class, adhering to the vici­ 
ous doctrine that government is tyranny, 
and order the synonym for repression of 
human rights, is American born. 
Professor Ward, to return to the essay, 
reasons with these people, and points out 
that their ideas of government here are 
wrong and dangerous, because everything 
must lie done according to law, and there 
is scarcely any discretionary power lodged 
any longer in officials ; that the people 
make the laws, and the officers have noth­ 
ing else to do but execute them. He adds: 
“ lu fact, throughout the entire system of 
a modern 
representative government, 
the 
limitations that exist 
to the 
violation 
of law, 
the perpetuation 
of fraud, or the abuse of power, are so 
great and so effective, that it is only at 
rare intervals that such things are prac­ 
ticed or attempted.” The impression pre­ 
vails to the contrary; but whoever ex­ 
amines into the matter statistically and 
coolly, must conclude that the idea is 
erroneous. Mr. Ward says: “ it has been 
shown over and again that losses through 
dishonesty arc very much less in public 
than in private financial transactions, and 
scarcely a case can be named in which an 
officer has undertaken anv high-hnnded 
proceeding' in excess of his prescribed 
duties.” 
Such recall* to reason are timely. Thev 
serve to check men. somewhat, in indul­ 
gence in the popular cant that most of­ 
ficials abuse their trusts, and that govern­ 
ment ill this day is little less than a sys­ 
tem o f ‘‘steal” and small tyranny, based 
ujion deprivation of the people of political 
a id social rights. Unquestionably venality i 
too much prevails, and it does to a con­ 
siderable degree taint official ranks; but 


that government in America is tyrannous, : 
arbitrary and usurping, as the Socialist 
and Anarchist delight to declare, is with- [ 
out the shadow of foundation. But the 
doctrine is preached, and the apostles 
destruction are not without followers. It 
ought to be a duty self-imposed upon every 
good citizen to use his best powers to eradi- i 
cate from the public mind the tares tlie 
Anarchists, Socialists and revolutionists 
sow. We are aware that the mass of clear- | 
thinking Americans do not estimate the j 
teachings of the classes referred to as 
greatly menacing to free government. But 1 
it is none the less a duty to eradicate the 
false doctrine, however feeble its present [ 
influence. The vicious and false take root 
^ 
I 
in any soil; where they flourish the nu­ 
tritive and good wither and fail. They 
are the weeds that, if neglected, grow 
rapidly and smother the good grain. 
So far as these general propositions arc 
concerned, the essayist will have the con­ 
currence of the thoughtful. He enters 
wholly different ground, however, when he 
iusists that the need is for more govern­ 
ment in its primary sense. He holds that 
instead of fearing strength in government, 
we should encourage the disposition of law 
to enter the social realm as a regulating 
power to secure more equal distribution of 
wealth ; encourage it to grapple with the 
questions of “ underpaid labor, groveling 
drudgery, wasted strength, misery and 
squalor” that, he holds, “would lie prevented 
by a just distribution of the products of 
labor.” That government does not do 
-these things he believes is due to the senti­ 
ment that interference is invasion of hu­ 
man rights. Government protection is his 
remedy for all the “ evils.” He would 
have it invade the social sphere, to the 
extent of protecting “ the victims of in­ 
equality.” 
The illogical character of the conclusion 
reached is apparent. If government by 
the people is best that governs least, and 
where there is least need, it is difficult to 
understand how free government is to he 
perpetuated if it enters the arena of pri­ 
vate affairs, and undertakes to secure that 
for the man which his own energy and in­ 
dustry have failed to provide for him. 
Government is to see to it that none are 
debarred of their rights, hut it never en­ 
tered into the primary scheme of govern­ 
ment that it is to guarantee to men that 
which, in free competition with their fel­ 
lows, they have failed to secure. Govern­ 
mental interference in this respect, as in 
most others, destroys self-helpfulness and 
eliminates personal energy from human 
character. 
Says tlie essayist: “ Primitive govern­ 
ment, when brute force was employed, was 
strong enough to secure the just and equit­ 
able distribution of wealth.” It is because 
we have passed from and above the realm 
of brute force in government that it is 
now no longer deemed a governmental 
function to supplement human thrift­ 
lessness by the arm of authority, or to en­ 
courage, as all governmental interference 
of the character indicated does, idleness 
and decay of ambition. 
The weak, when bolstered up, will more 
need the helping process. To protect 
them against invasion of their rights is 
one thing, to lessen the effort of one to add 
to the capacity of another is a very differ­ 
ent thing. Paternalism ends when the 
youth is deemed strong enough to battle 
in the world for himself. Why in govern­ 
ment should it forever underlie the gov­ 
erned? 
Professor Ward advises workers to keep 
in view that the government is their own, 
and that they have the right to make it 
the creature of their will and secure pro­ 
tection through it. There is vagueness as 
to what is meant by “protection” in this 
statement, hut it is clear enough that the 
essayist loses sight of the fact that his ad­ 
vice points directly to class government, 
which earlier in the paper he deprecates; 
and that he ignores wholly the equal right 
of those who have, as well as those who 
have not, to make tlie government the 
creature of their will. 
Every scheme to compel the surrender 
of individual liberty is socialistic when 
it passes the need to protect the members 
of society from encroachment by each 
other upon the natural rights of each 
other. It has not yet, nor do we believe 
it ever will be demonstrated, that general 
good will be conduced by any governmental 
attempts to narrow the capacity of any man 
to acquire, or to employ his energies in 
any direction lie chooses, so long as he 
docs not prevent another from doing like­ 
wise. The idea is erroneous that mere 
possession of much by one and little by 
another, indicates like inequality to en­ 
joy, or inequality of rights under the gov­ 
ernment, or enlargement of human liberty 
on the one hand, and restriction of it on 
the other. Yet upon this false idea all 
socialistic schemes move. 
“No system that can lie devised will 
make the necessaries of life more abund­ 
ant,” said Dr. Xewcotube; “all that could 
be done would Ire to allow some classes to 
consume more and others fewer commodi­ 
ties.” A 11 error underlying Prof. Ward’s 
monograph is that the condition of the 
working people is so grievous. In fact, 
thev have advanced more than any others 
in the enjoyment of the comforts of life, 
and have and do enjov precisely the same 
opportunities to augment and multiply 
them as do all others. 
The csiayist likewise ignores the fact 
that labor is hut one of the factors of pro­ 
duction, and that human progress links 
to genius, invention, brain, capacity to 
manage, organize and lead. 
He like­ 
wise loses sight of the principle that all 
governmental interference can go only to 
the extent of crippling industrial activitv, 
and that it never has and never can create 
in tlieindividual industry or economic hab­ 
its, or invest him with the raiment of con­ 
tent. That some have much and others 
little is jumjied at as an evidence of some­ 
thing fundamentally wrong in our system ; 
but the so-called inequality is the result of 
principles in human nature, and which re­ 
late to the faculties of men and the right 
use they make of them. 
The fallacies of Prof. Ward’s conclusion, 
which he reaches from unquestioned pre­ 
mises. are altogether too numerous to jus­ 
tify detailed exposure here; but they will 
suggest themselves to the reader. 


LOYALTY TO THE HOME T0WH. 
One of the practical methods of aiding 
the town or city of one’s home is to buy of 
the producers and dealers of the place. 
One of the surest methods of discrediting 
the home town and crippling its energies is 
to go abroad 
for that which we 
can as well procure at home. There 
is a mutuality of interest Irctwecn 
dealers and people 
that 
must be 
preserved if both would liras per. The 
merchant and manufacturer cannot main­ 
tain their business, and contribute their 
share to the general weal, except they re­ 
ceive (air support at the hands of their 


neighbors, evc-n where by sending abroad 
some 6mall saving may be effected. While 
the right to buy at the best price-advan- 
tage is not even open to criticism, it m ay 
well he doubted if the policy is a wise one 
The needs should he great, and the gains 
greater, that induce the citizen making his 
“ living” in the place of his residence to 
pass by the doors of his home traders, and 
purchase in the market that contributes 
nothing to him. 
One instance, iu itself small, but illus­ 
trative, is recorded of a Western city to 
which came a troupe of vocalists of merit, 
and capable of giving a delightful enter­ 
tainment. 
But the posters, handbills, 
dodgers, tickets and printed etcetera of the 
troupe bore evidence of having been pre­ 
pared for the occasion in a city somewhat 
distant, and not even commercially re­ 
lated to the town which was asked to con­ 
tribute to the troupe some hundreds of its 
money. The record is, that actuated by a 
sense of loyalty to their own, and without 
any preconcert, the people remained at 
home, and left the singers to empty benches 
and an emptier purse. It is not to be de­ 
nied that the lesson was well deserved, or 
that the sentiment of that community was 
not praiseworthy. 
Another instance is recorded in a town 
somewhat farther east, where a newly ar­ 
rived merchant without any special excuse 
beyond the fact that he saved a very few 
dollars on a very large contract, fitted up 
an extensive establishment with material 
purchased at mills in another market 
place. The result was such general non­ 
patronage of his house as to compel the 
dealer to retire to a community less loyal 
to its own workers. 
There are instances of more immediate 
geographical importance to us, where resi­ 
dences have been in part constructed of 
foreign material without any saving, and 
likewise fitted in other respects, no better 
nor cheaper than could have been done at 
home, nor in better taste. Sio, too, an­ 
other local instance serving as an illustra­ 
tion of many, is that in which a lady, 
whose family gains its entire support from 
home patronage, sought in the metropolis 
to gratify a taste for foreign expenditure, 
but to her astonishment found that the 
jobber, more alive to his own interests 
than she to her’s, filled her order for laces 
through a house of her city, which had in 
stock precisely the articles she industriously 
sought abroad. 
The truth is, people mutually dejremlent 
have mutual obligations in the mainten­ 
ance of their home markets. Fully one- 
half of the trade taken away is merely the 
result of a false sentiment that the article 
brought in from abroad is somehow in­ 
vested with better qualities. It is like­ 
wise underlaid by the equally erroneous 
idea that the small purchase abroad by the 
individual does not materially affect the 
volume of home trade, forgetful of the 
fact that if all purchasers acted in 
like manner home trade and industry would 
be utterly destroyed. There are several 
hundreds of thousands of dollars sent out 
of our own city annually for supplies, that 
could be had at home cf precisely like 
brand, and at as low or lower prices. And 
this is done by people who owe their own 
support to the people of Sacramento. It 
is safe to say that a little thought upon the 
question, “ W hat do we owe to the town in 
which we live?” would result in a very 
much needed and practical reform that 
would vcrv materiallv affect local markets. 


HOW LONG WILL IT STAND 1 
The Christian Union, a paper of very 
powerful influence among church people, 
has always devoted considerable space to 
thoughtful business reviews, and has uni­ 
formly debated public and jsjlitieal ques­ 
tions fearlessly. At first it was inclined 
to think the interstate commerce law a 
blessing. From a recent financial article 
in the Union we conclude that it has, after 
longer study of the question, been shaken 
in its faith in the law. It says: “ The 
general impression of Congressmen who 
secured the passage of the law was un­ 
doubtedly that it would work in tlie inter­ 
est of cities and communities, but against 
railways; the impression now, with those 
who have studied its probable effects, is 
that it will benefit railway earnings, hut 
bring hardship and even disaster to large 
sect ions l>oth of agricultural and manufact­ 
uring interests. The benefit to the rail­ 
ways will he in the high through ratas 
that the roads are obliged to charge in or­ 
der to obey tlie first section of the law ; 
the loss to the communities w ill be in hav­ 
ing to pay these high rates, which in many 
cases will act as a virtual prohibition 
against production and manufactures on 
account of competition.- The advantages 
or protection heretofore afforded to the re­ 
moter sections of the eouutry was in tlie 
special rates fixed by the trunk lines in 
behalf of these remoter sections. Xow, 
with the new tariff’of these enhanced rates 
for the new sections, their products cannot 
compete with products of the nearer sec­ 
tions. The general indirect effect on all 
communities and markets will be a ten­ 
dency to higher prices for staples produced 
in these remoter sections. How long will 
this law stand on the statute book working 
such general detriment as is here fore­ 
shadowed?” 
HAVE FAITH IN YOUB TOWN. 
Have faith in your home city. Do 
nothing to depreciate its values, that hon­ 
esty and justice do not command of you- 
Do not find fault with little ills. Look 
beyond the present and to the possible for 
your city. Get above the clouds of doubt 
into the pure atmosphere of resolution to 
accomplish. 
Frown down growlers and 
grumblers; encourage the public-spirited ; 
congratulate every man who succeeds, no 
matter if you were his rival. Don’t 
cheapen your place by underbidding in 
the presence of the stranger. Let no 
homeseeker hear you belittle any purchase 
he hrtS made. To help your town cease 
shouting that this or that must be done 
before there can be any boom. Don’t at­ 
tempt to be prophetic of ill; evil comes 
soon enough to all and in plenty. Believe 
in your town; stick to it; help it by 
action, by word, by example. Above all, 
joiu the “ Improvement_AssociatioD,” and 
pay your fee at once to set the wheels 
moving. 


In his paper on railroads, Appleton 
Morgan, in the Popular Science Monthly, 
says with convincing clearness, that while 
there certainly never arose in practical 
railwav operation a situation whereiu a 
railway company was solicitous to charge 
less mousy for doing more work and pay 
its own expenses meanwhile. 
“ But in 
practical railway policy a difference be­ 
tween tlie cost and the value of certain 
business to the company might, and some­ 
times does, arise wh'ch appeals to the 
company’s instinct of self-preservation too 
despotically to be disregarded. A railway 
company which has for long years accept­ 
ably served its local and through patrons, 


finds itself suddenly paralleled by a rival 
company, serving all or some of the same 
localities not only, but prepared as a part 
of its (the second comer’s) investment to 
undergo the expense of ‘cutting1 rates, and 
so to supplant the first comer by offering 
to take business for less than the actual 
expense of doing it, even though some of 
the competing points are farther distant 
from the common terminals of the par­ 
alleled line than the actual length of the 
roads. 
Under such circumstances, the 
value of all of its original business it could 
retain would be clearly of more value to 
the first company than the then present 
cost of doing it; and the result would of 
course, by every law of human economy 
or of human nature, be that the first 
company would either anticipate or re­ 
spond to the ‘cut.’ The effect in either 
case would be to cheapen tariffs to the 
shipper—to the people.” TliLs is a suc­ 
cinct statement of a well-known com­ 
mercial truth, in the very faee of which 
the interstate commerce law flies. 


AN IRISH EVICTION. 


SENSATIONAL SCENES IN BODYCE 
DISTRICT. 


T hf. English are fortifying Herat 
against the probability of assault by the 
Ghilzai rebels. It need not surprise any 
one if her effort proves futile. The Ameer 
has suffered defeat, and, though the 
creature of England, it is a part of the 
game Russia is playing to corrupt him and 
control him, as she has done with other 
chieftains. If Russia fails in this it is not 
at all improbable that Avooh Khan may 
emerge from retiracy and demand the 
throne, in which ease he will vocalize 
Russian desire and receive Russian aid. 
Iu any event English dominance in 
Afghanistan sits upon a trembling seat. If 
the rebellion of the outlying tribes in­ 
creases much it will control, and in that 
event England will be compelled to do 
battle for an exiled Ameer, or else en­ 
deavor to seat a new chief in the chair 
that Abdurrahman may fill only to do the 
pleasure of Russia. 
Though now the 
enemy of Russia, it should not create sur­ 
prise to learn presently that he becomes 
its friend. In fact English paths in 
Afghanistan just now are very thorny. 
If any one doubts that the “ boom” is 
upon us, let them ask themselves what 
sent the thermometer of values up re­ 
cently, so that probate sales of .1 and K 
street reality, considered high, were raised 
in Court 15 and 20 per cent, in a few days 
thereafter, by voluntary offers? Xo, the 
boom is not here; it is all a mistake; the 
hankers do not know, though they say they 
do; the real estate speculators do not 
know, though they pretend to ; the pulse 
of industry does not know, though it beats 
strongly; nobody knows that the boom is 
here. Yet there are some silly people who 
think that they know that two and two 
make four, who insist that the loom is 
upon us ; that advancing values, activity in 
real estate markets, the presence of 
strangers seeking homes, the faith of the 
money market, the upward tendency of 
credit—that these and other things prove 
that the boom has come, to say nothing of 
the faith of the public spirit of the peo­ 
ple, which testify to the fact. 
T he Belgian strike has this novelty 
about it, that it is a proposition and effort 
to effect political reforms through tlie 
medium of the boycott. That is to say, 
the Belgian workers desire broader politi­ 
cal liberty and refuse to labor while it is 
granted. Of course these poor people who 
have had little or no information of 
the methods by which democratic doc­ 
trines are made real, cannot succeed 
through the methods they have adopted. 
There is evidently a broad and untilled field 
in Belgium for the missionary labors of 
apostles of human freedom and tlie princi­ 
ples of self-government. 


W e invite attention to an article in an­ 
other column expository of the commer­ 
cial character of Sacramento, and its irn- 
I>ortance as a railway and business center.

F reaks of Frost. 
From documents received by Sergeant 
Barwick it is learned that the voluntary 
observer of the Signal Service residing at 
Manatee, Fla., reports to the Chief Signal 
Officer the peculiarities of frost in that vi­ 
cinity, and as it is similar to that recently 
witnessed in California, will be of interest. 
He says: 
“ Several farmers have informed me of 
queer streaks in which frost is appearing. 
In one field, where tomatoes were planted, 
every plant was killed excepting two rows 
In about the middle of the field. Another 
farmer noticed in a field of beans that frost 
killed in spots, the whole field being ap­ 
parently level. Several others give about 
the same experience.” 
The above was published in the “Signal 
Service Monthly Weather Review ” for 
March, edited at that time by Lieutenant 
F. M. M. Beal, Signal Officer and assistant, 
Washington City., I). C. The Lieutenant 
makis the following remarks regarding the 
frost freaks: 
“ Very slight undulations in the surface 
of the ground would permit the coldest air 
to settle in the lowest places. Variations in 
the conditions, quality, color or constitu­ 
tion of the soil would permit some parts 
of the field to radiate heat, and cool more 
rapidly than others ; variations in the con­ 
ditions of the plants, so that the sap of 
some are more easily frozen than others. 
“A trough or general slight incline of the 
field may cause a flow of air along a few 
rows of vegetable, anil save them from 
freezing. Special parts of the field that are 
wetter than others will not suffer as much 
from the frosts as neighboring dry snots, 
because the upward conduction of beat pre- 
ver.ts thecooling to the freezing point. 
“ When such peculiarities are noted bv 
observers they will assist in reaching a 
solution if they will report in reference to 
both frosted and unfrosted places: (1) As 
to the difference in elevation; (2) whether 
the soil is light or heavy ; (3) whether the 
surface has been cultivated since rain has 
fallen; (4) does either portion appear to be 
more moist than the other; (5) did adja­ 
cent hushes or trees protect either portion 
from the wiDd. it any; (6) whether the 
unfrosted parts were hear trees; (7) auy 
other relative conditions noticed.” 


F ashion 
in J ew elry.—The Jewelers’ 
Circular is authority for the following 
statement : All gold jewelry is fashionable; 
all silver jewelry is fashionable; enameled 
jewelry is fashionable, so is that showing 
an elaborately carved finish; pierced work 
is fashionable, so is the gold wire decora­ 
tion. There is a demand for ornaments of 
Roman gold, and an equally active oue for 
ornaments of bright finish. The associa­ 
tion of two or more metals in one object 
remains in favor ; the same may be said of 
ornaments showing different colored gold. 
A combination of two or more styles of 
finish on the same ornaments is of frequent 
occurrence. While flower and fly pius re­ 
main as popular as ever, some of the new 
brooches borrow their designs from the old 
time “ breast pins” that have been handed 
down for several generations. Such a 
brooch is the wheel of a filigree gold, set 
with pearls and turquoise. Limoge enamel 
paintings, mounted in quaint gold or silver 
settings, have gained prominence, as have 
similar paintings set in a circle of brilliants 
or pearls lor brooches and bracelets. There 
are auy number of hybrid affairs that can 
hardly be classed as lace pins, and yet are 
not, strictly speaking, brooches. These 
are. for the most part, attractive ornaments, 
and that is all that is required. In illus­ 
tration niv be mentioned a pin represent­ 
ing, in gold filigree, a fern leaf wi;h rolled 
edges, in which rests a gem-set lady-bjg.

London, June 3d.—A special correspond­ 
ent telegraphs from Bodyce Island Thurs­ 
day night as follows : Xobody at Toeengee- 
auey, where we are mostly staying with 
Fathers Murphy and Hannen. bad thoughts 
of time for breakfast this morning, for at 
an early hour a mounted messenger came 
galloping with the news that the police bad 
been scouting upon the hills all night. Red 
coats were already 011 the march with the 
Sheriff' from Fort Anne. As soon as our 
horses could be harnessed to the outside 
oar, we started tor Bodyce, beyond which 
stands a cabin at which approaching forces 
were plainly arming. 
EXTRAORDINARY SCENES. 
From the bilitop the scene was an extra­ 
ordinary one. Black lines of people on 
foot and on horseback were traveling as far 
as oue could distinguish them. A mile off, 
along the road, a compact black mass, 
which we knew to be the stalwart ranks of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary, was moving 
steadily forward. In front of them was a 
taller body of Welsh Fusileers. Most of 
the latter were being thrown out as skir­ 
mishers. The scarlet jackets of these skir­ 
mishers dotted the fields several hundred 
yards each side of the road. Fine work 
they had getting across the dykes and over 
green banks. The men kept touch by 
shouting to each other the password for the 
day, which appeared to be the syllable 
“ Ko.” Ludicrous it was to see all this dis­ 
play of the tactics and precautions of 
glorious war in so inglorious a task as that 
of marching upon perfectly peaceful peo­ 
ple for the martial purpose of pulling about 
their ears the poor cabins they bad built 
for themselves. 
THE PROCESS OF EVICTION. 
Thacliapel bell had not ceased its mourn­ 
ful ding-dong in the early morning when 
the bugle called the skirmishers. Police 
and soldiers debouched upon the road, 
showing fourteen emergency men skulking 
along in the middle, their crowbars stowed 
away in a cart behind them. Oue unan­ 
imous yell of hatred and fury rose from 
the crowds, which fell back before the po­ 
lice until the road was cleared. Then the 
Fusileers were divided into two companies 
and placed 011 either side of the column of 
constabulary, formed up shoulder to 
shoulder in a ring, and completely en­ 
circled it. The place was barricaded, so 
the door was left undisturbed. The Sheriff, 
a man known familiarly to the crowd for 
some reason or other as Crocker of Bally- 
nagarde. was dressed in a sporting suit of 
tweed, with shooting helmet and leggings. 
He stopped, and a few moments’ colloquy 
took place between him and Captain Mil­ 
ler, R. N. An instant later half a dozen 
crowbars went into the mud plaster wall. 
Almost simultaneously a storm of execra­ 
tions broke from the crowd, which made 
every other sound inaudible so long as the 
process of eviction tasted. Curses were 
hurled at the Sheriff and at the agent, and 
most ingenious and bloodthirsty insults 
were directed at the crow bar-men. Cheers 
for the “plan of campaign,” for Michael 
Davitt and the priests filled the air. 
AN IRISH YELL. 
Anybody who never heard an Irish yell 
may be interested to know that it is abso­ 
lutely identical in key and cadence with 
that ol the Indian war-whoop. Meanwhile, 
the emergency men worked with a will. 
Stones and great fragments of plaster rat­ 
tled down from the wall. In five minutes 
a gap was opened big enough to admit a 
man. In went the bailiffs and out came 
John Liddy, the tenant, the din redoubling 
at his appearance. 
Eviction began by 
handing out a few bits of small furniture, a 
can of milk and a bundle of flowers. These 
last were characteristically seized and kept 
by Davitt as a touching memento of the 
occasion. Then the cry was raised for 
sledgehammers. Two big ones were handed 
into the gap. The sounds which immedi­ 
ately ensued indicated that the center of in­ 
terest bad been transferred to the inside of 
the cottage, so I climbed through iho hole, 
dodged pieces of broken furniture which 
came flying out. 
INSIDE THE COTTAGE. 
Inside the air was stiffing with the dust 
and heat, for the windows and doors bad 
been blocked since early morning. Out of 
the semi-darkness “ Crocker, of Ballyna- 
garde,” advanced to meet me. “ I don’t 
wish to be discourteous,” he said, “ but 
you have no business here. I shall be 
obliged to you if you will get out of this at 
once.” I had previously sought and ob­ 
tained the permission of Crocker’s superior, 
the resident magistrate, and the officer in 
command, so he promptly subsided. The 
sight was a ghastly one. A bedstead, an 
interesting old cupboard seven or eight feet 
high, and other things weie being smashed 
up by blows from the sledges which were 
whirling about one’s head. Considerable 
pieces of them were passed out of the win­ 
dows, two feet square; and little enough 
there was, however, flung out. Soon the 
crowbarnien had roughly piled up a wall 
of stones into the gap they made. John 
Liddy handed to the Sheriff a bill rapidly 
written for him by Father O’Hanneh. 
Crowbars were piled into the cart, and the 
police closed slowly around the emergency 
men and escorted them away. The com­ 
mand, “ By fours into column, march!” 
sent tlie redcoats along the road. Visitors 
closed in behind them, and a screaming 
crowd followed. Not all, however. One 
man and one little group remained. 
“ WE WANT MORE !” 
Siiouted the crowd. “ Let them put you 
out; don’t stir,” yelled a dozen voices 
through the opening. Davitt’s voice was 
audible above them all exhorting an old 
lady in Irish, so as not be understood by 
the evictors, to lie down 011 the bed and 
force them to carry her out. Men seized 
her and her sons sprang forward to protect 
their old mother. Once more all W3s dust 
and curses. The old lady conquered anil 
retired breathless but unevlctedin a corner, 
while the bailiff’ turned to the two 
daughters. Perhaps there is no reason 
why I should not add that at this point of 
the proceedings I had the pleasure of 
exchanging a tew blows wilb one of the 
crowbar men whom I saw strike Kate Mc­ 
Namara with his fist in the breast and who 
attempted to strike me when I stepped 
between hem. Here Col. Turner shows 
the only sign of strong feeling during the 
day by sharply informing me; “ If you 
oostruct my men, sir, I’ll have to put you 
out of this house directly.” I apologized 
and explained. At last the end came. The 
tenants were hustled to the opening. 
Crocker put his broad shoulders behind 
them and the crowbar men piled them­ 
selves against him, and out they all went 
with a rush. Then there was a dramatic 
incident. No sooner was the plucky Kate 
McNamara in the open air than she sprang 
upon the ruins of her home, beckoning for 
silence with her hand, and shouted slowlv 
at the top of her voice. “ Three cheers for 
the ‘ Plan of campaign.’” I never heard 
such a cheer in my life. 
THE TENANTS’ 
DEFENSE, 
SHOULDER 
TO 
SHOULDER. 
Inward, and amid blinding clouds of 
dust, he shouted : “ Get in, my men. get 
in,” but saying and doing are all different 
things. The hole was filled by the faces of 
a family of three stuldy young fellows and 
two fine-looking young women, and the 
pleasant old face of an eighty-year-old 
widow, surrounded with its white-frilleil 
cap, in the background. Then they all 
stood shoulder to shoulder. 
STORMING THE COTTAGE. 
It was evident from the set teeth and 
tlashing eyes that they bad not the slight­ 
est idea of giv ng away. “Get in, my men; 
get in. villyin!” yelled the leader. Not 
they. The cowardly jail-birds stood skulk­ 
ing. Not a man stirred. “ Crocker, of 
Ballynagrade,” swore under his breath and 
called upon the District Inspector to order 
his Constables to clear the way. There was 
a second pause. 
Then the Constables 
grasped their ritles, sptang forward in­ 
stantly. and all was habel. Several English­ 
men present were carried away by tbeir 
feelings, and interposed between the ten­ 
ants and police, yelling at the top of their 
voices to make themselves heard above the 
clninor. They told the officer he must not 
do so. The first person to enter must, by 
law, be a bailiff, not a policeman ; bnt it 
was too ¡ate. Jennings, in charge of the 
Constabulary, called to his men to get in. 
The Royal Irish are not men who hesitate. 
Three of them were left at the gap. The 
men and women inside fought like tigers 
to push them hack. 


THE SCENE INSIDE THE COTTAGE. 
For a moment all was in confusion. The 
scuffle and excitement was at its intensest. 
I expected every moment to see the Hash 
of fire arms from the inside. When the 
constables were in. the crowbar men en­ 
tered in tbeir wake. A formal protest was 
then made against the illegal entrance. 
The commanding officer and divisional 
magistrate retired to consult. They were 
understood to admi' the illegality, but this 
must, of course, be decided elsewhere. 
“Crocker of Ballylagarde” came forward 
exclaiming: “ My people were beaten with 
sticks.” a statement which Father Glynn, u 
jolly young priest, met with the retort: 
“You’re a liar!” and he appealed to all 
present to confirm him, which they did. 
Then the women inside got hold of the 
crowbars and tlung them out. I entered 
the house now and found a struggle begin­ 
ning between the tenants and the Sheriff. 
“I want you to move out,” said the latter, 
persuadingly. The man was John Liddy, 
who stood gazing blankly on the piled up 
heap of demoralized furniture. The group 
consisted ol his wife, with streaming eyes, 
grasping a pretty, fair-haired child of about 
four years, and Michael Davitt, with tears 
in his eyes, comforting them and dividing 
his flowers with them. 
THE TENANTS’ NOVEL WEAPONS OF DEFENSE. 
D u b lin , June 3d.—Evictions at Bodyke 
j continue, with great opposition from the 
’ tenants. In some of the houses cayenne 
pepper was burned, the fumes of which 
nearly choked the baliffs. Boiling water 
was also used with great effect. 
At tenant Biddy’s house eviction was ac­ 
complished after asevere struggle, during 
which bloodshed was only prevented by 
the intervention of Michael Davitt. The 
bailiffs smashed the furniture out of pure 
malice. 
The evictors then proceeded to tenant 
Hussey’s house, where they were received 
with a shower of boiling water, stones and 
bottles, aud a swarm of bees was let loose 
upon them. The tenants only desisted 
from pelting the bailiffs when the troops 
threatened to tire. The bailiffs demolished 
tlie wall and entered the house, but were 
repulsed bleeding. The eviction was only 
elfected afier a struggle of two hours and a 
half. The defenders of the house were ar­ 
rested. A meeting of tenants was after­ 
wards held, at which Michael Davitt re­ 
peated I he advice he gave them yesterday 
—to resist the evictions by every means— 
and he defied the Government to arrest 
him.

It was a tearful sensation. The first in­ 
stant, when barely awake, I concluded it 
was an Italian bandit who had adopted the 
original method of getting under his vic­ 
tim's bed, of shaking the wits out ot him, 
and leaving him in such a state of exhaust­ 
ion that he might plunder the place at his 
leisure. On the strength of the first thought, 
being a person who never waits for that 
desirable but belated article, second 
thought, I naturally enough called out 
with a truly American accent, the only one 
at my disposal, “ Quit that!” The sound 
of my own voice brought me to a full re­ 
alization, and I instantly knew that it must 
be an earthquake. Some say it was a mat­ 
ter of twenty seconds; some generally- con­ 
cede it to have been a matter of forty sec­ 
onds. while the ambitious newspaper cor­ 
respondents have boldly made it a fraction 
short of a minute. I am told that, if it had 
lasted as long as sixty seconds, none of us 
would have been left to tell the tale, and 
that every house in Nice would have fallen 
to the ground like a pack of cards from the 
hands of an awkwaril dealer. 
At all events, it seemed a long time. To 
lie in a little iron bedstead, and have it 
rocked by a great, unseen power; to see 
the walls moving about you and the roof 
cracking above you : to hear the cries of 
terrified women ; to have the awful appre­ 
hension that your next moment will be 
your last momeut, is not a pretty or a 
pleasant picture, and when it is an’actual 
reality it is something beyond human de­ 
scription—something which, once felt, 
leaves a horrible recollection. Yet, now 
that the danger is over, I am glad to have 
been here, and to have what was really a 
thrilling experience. Born with a some­ 
times unfortunately keen sense of the ri­ 
diculous, I, even in the midst of danger, 
fear and distress, unconsciously absorbed 
the amusing features of the situation—for, 
as is often the case, there were many.

Next I ran 
against a tough-looking Englishman, who 
actually grabbed me and started thus:

It is the outside 
of all the grains of alicc-real foods that con­ 
tain the carbonate and phosphate of lime, 
and traces of other earihy salts, which 
nourish the bony tissues and build the 
frame up. If we do not lurnish to tlie 
teeth of the young that pabulum they re­ 
quire, they cannot possibly be built no. It 
is the outside of corn, oats, wheat, barley 
and the like, or the bran so called, that we 
sift away and feed to the swine, that the 
teeth actually require for their proper 
nourishment. The wisdom of man Das 
proven his folly, shown iu every succeed­ 
ing generation of teeth, which become 
more and more fragile and weak. These 
flouring mills in Minneapolis are working 
destruction upon the teeth of every man, 
woman and child who partakes of their 
fine-bolted ilour. They sift out the carbo­ 
nates and the phosphates of lime, in order 
that they muy provide that fine white Hour 
which is proving a whitened sepulcher to 
the teeth. 
“ Oatmeal is one of the best foods for 
supplying the teeth with nourishment. It 
makes the dentine, cementum and enamel 
strong, tiint-like and able to resist all forms 
of decay. If you have children, never al­ 
low any white bread upon your table. Gra­ 
ham bread is made of whole wheat ground, 
not bolted, so that the bran, which con­ 
tains the minute quantities of lime, is pres­ 
ent. To make a good, wholesome, nour­ 
ishing bread, take two bowls of wheat- 
meal and one bowl of white or bolted 
flour and make by the usual process. Noth­ 
ing is superior to Boston brown bread for 
bone and tooth building. This is made out 
of ryemeal and cornmeal. Baked beans, 
too, have a considerable supply of these 
lime salts, and should be on your table, hot 
or cold, at least three times a week. In 
brushing the teeth, always brush up and 
down, from the gum instead of across. 
Brusii away from the gum and 011 the 
grinding surface of your teeth.’’—Ilranklyn 
Eiyle. 


E lectricity and H ygiene.—Sanitary sci­ 
ence, says the Popular Science Men», now 
claims eleclricty as an ally and helper. 
The introduction of the electric light is, 
according to this authority, to be encour­ 
aged on hygienic grounds. Whether the 
light is in some cases injurious to the eyes 
is not fully settled : but if this he the case, 
it is to be regarded as a disadvantage inci­ 
dent to the present rudimental state of the 
enterprise, and sure to be obviated bv im­ 
proved appliances. Meanwhile we know 
that the use of the new light in churches, 
public halls, theaters and similar places of 
assembly has been of immense advantage 
to the purity of the air, hitherto vitiated by 
the combustión of gas, oil, and kindred 
agents that depend on atmospheric oxygen 
for their illuminating power. Xu doubt 
our readers have noticed that the air in a 
large room lighted by electricity is both 
purer and cooler than in one lighted by 
gas or oil.

Communication from l>r. <I. G. Tyrrell, 
Secretary o f State B oard o f H ealth. 
Eds. R eco rd-I'nto n : W hile the Com 
mittee of Twenty-niuc are contemplating 
the improvement of this city, allow me to 
suggest that one of the most important 
movements toward that end has partially 
been overlooked, and that is the removal of 
the garbage and waste of the city. If the 
committee will cross the levee on R street, 
it will see and smell some excavated and 
vacant blocks between Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets which are being filled day 
after day with the most repugnant and of­ 
fensive garbage and waste matter that it is 
possible to conceive. In a short time these 
blocks will be filled, and their festeriu 
contents neatly smoothed over with porous 
river sand. Upon this odorous mass houses 
of some innocent buyer will hereafter be 
erected, and when occupied the tenants will 
begin to wonder why they are always sick; 
why typhoid fever, Siphtberia and scarlet 
fever should kill their families, while so 
many in adjacent blocks escape. They do 
not know that the city authorities have 
permitted a death-trap to be placed beneath 
their dwellings, and they are responsible 
for the murder 
of 
the innocents. 
Such, however, 
will 
be 
the fact. 
In every alley 
and street in this 
city 
putrefying garlae* 
is 
allowed 
to lie festering on the ground until the air, 
the water and the soil is thoroughly pol­ 
luted. This should, must, and can be 
remedied by submitting all this waste and 
decaying matter to the ordeal of tire. My 
spegestiou is to have the city build a 
crematory, one capable of reducing to dean 
ashes and slag all the waste products of the 
city. The outlay will not be great, and 
the saving of life, the preservation of 
health, the increase of business and the 
general welfare of the city will ten times 
repay the cost of construction. The waste 
itself will supply the fuel for consumption. 
The city should be districted, each district 
have an inspector, dump carts provided 
which should take their rounds once or 
twice a day regularly, gather up the 
garbage and waste products, which should, 
under heavy fine for neglect, be placed in 
properly constructed receptacles provided 
for that purpose in the alleys for rem oval; 
carted at once to the crematory and 
burned. Nothing should be left to chance; 
all kinds of nuisances should be rigorously 
suppressed, and by the city provid­ 
ing 
this means 
even 
the 
dirtest 
people could 
have 
110 excuse 
to 
keep their premises in a filthy condition. 
We can and should keep our city free from 
all possible pollution of air, earth or water, 
and if once an organized system is placed 
in operation for that purpose we will 
speedily get rid of the abominable cesspool, 
privy and garbage nuisance. The plan is 
perfectly feasible ; it is in successful opera­ 
tion in London and in several cities of the 
United States, to the great sanitary benefit 
of those eitics employing it. Perfect sanita­ 
tion is now the question of the hour, and 
why should we lag behind in the march of 
progress. I simply present this suggestion 
to the committee, as I look upon it as the 
most important that can occupy the minds 
of those who really seek the city’s welfare.

METEOROLOGICAL SUMMARY FOR MAY FROM 1879 TO 1887. 
The normal temperature for Mav, as deduced from a record of thirty-four vears 
observations, ia 64°, while the average temperature for this month was 63°, showing a 
deficiency of temperature during last month of Io. The month was remarkable for its 
peculiarities in giving us heavy frosts over the State, doing considerable damage to 
grapes, etc., and to counterbalance the cold spell of the first of the month, the latter 
part gave ns a hot dessicating northerly wind. Luckily for the Sacramento valiey.it 
ended in two days. Had it lasted as long us the one of June. 1883, the crops would have 
been ruined beyond redemption—the latter hot spell remained witb us six days The 
spell of hot weather on the 27th, 28th and 29th was followed in Mexico with severe 
earthquakes on Sunday. the29;h. Electrical storms, with thunderaud lightning visited 
the northeastern and southern parts of this State, but tailed to put in an appearance at 
tins city. 
The average, or normal, precipitation for Mav, as deduced from a record of thirty- 
four years observations, was 70 of an inch: the past month gave a sprinkle being 
inappreciable in amount. The rainfall for May is .70 of au inch below the average of 
many years. in a record of thirty-seven years there was one in which no rain was 
precipitated in May. that year being 1873. Five years in thirty-seven gave but a sprinkle 
as follows : 1857, 1875. 1881. 1885 and 1887. The largest amount ever measured in Mav 
was during the year 1883, 2 85 inches. 
The total rainfall for tnis season (1886-7) up to June 1st, is 13.97 inches while the 
average precipitation of thirty-seven seasons is 19.91 inches. This season is 5 97 inches 
less than tue rainfall average of many years.

CREMATION 
IN ALASKA. 


C arious Custom s th a t Follow D eath — 
YYhy th e B odies B urn W ell. 
H aving had inform ation th eo th er day ol 
a crem ation to take place a t the Indian 
village, I w ent to th e beach to witness it. 
T he defunct siw ash was know n around 
Ju neau as F rank, and was form erly em ­ 
ployed at M artin Bros.’ store in the capacity 
of Indian clerk, and the klochtnan (it be­ 
ing a double crem ation of one of each sex) 
had been called Jennie, both, as it h ap ­ 
pened, having died of consum ption. 
The 
m ourning service consisted of the ancient 
cerem ony know n as “ potlatch," w hich is 
alw ays custom ary am ong the Indians of 
southeastern A laska on the occasion of a 
death of one ot their ¡num ber. T he p ot­ 
latch is a division of w hatever tem poral 
goods the deceased m ay have possessed, 
such as blankets, dry goods, etc. am ong his 
or her relations, according as th e m erits of 
each individual case m ay justify. 
In th e services o f th e 'm o u rn in g , which 
are very long, and to the Indian m ind very 
impressive, the (irst in the order of the day 
is a eulogistic discourse by one of the old 
m en, w hich being delivered by him iu 
sections, so to speak, is taken up and sung 
by the rest iu a m onotonous sort of c h a n t; 
the old m an is then superseded by another 
venerable buck, w ho goes through the sam e 
service, and he in tu rn by another, u n til 
all the old m en have had th eir individual 
say. T he chanters beep tim e by thum ping 
the floor w ith sticks and beating on a drum . 
T his perform ance being goue over for a day 
or two. th e potlatch takes plaec. 
T he body of th e deceased is first wrapped 
in a m atting woven from split roots and in 
appearance resem bling coarse straw . They 
then convey th e body to the place of cre­ 
m ation, w hich is alw ays on the beach at 
high-w ater m ark. 
On this occasion they 
had on han d for th e purpose of burning 
the two bodies about one cord o f wood, 
som e split and som e in sm all logs. 
First a 
platform of sm all logs is laid a foot from 
the ground, w ith a space of four inches be­ 
tween each log. 
On this pyre, w hich was 
about seven feet long by live feet wide, the 
tw o bodies were placed about three feet 
apart, and around them n m iniature log 
hu t was built to a bight of four fe et; the 
inclosed space is then carefully filler! in 
w ith split wood and fine kindling, ami now, 
everything being in readiness, th e fire is 
lighted from th e bottom . 
T he native diet 
being chieHv salm on, an oily substance, 
th e bodies o f the Indians seem to contain a 
considerable am ount of oil, as they burn 
very readily. 
W hile th e corpses were ch ar­ 
ring. the friends o f the deceased continued 
to poke them w ith loug sticks, occasionally 
raking th e fragm ents of bu rn t flesh from 
the fire and w rapping them in skius, blan­ 
kets, etc. 
R eturning from th e crem ation of 
the tw o natives, I heard singing in a native 
house, and dropped in to see w hat was go­ 
ing on. 
T here was ejuite an assem blage of natives 
squatted around a sm all tire in the ceuter 
of the room , and at one end of the house 
the corpse of an old wom en lay, covered 
w ith sheets and blankets. 
A ll round the 
room was stru n g up m uslin, pieces of 
calico, and a few b lankets; also, three um ­ 
brellas, etc., all of w hich w ill be distrib­ 
uted am ong the relatives and near friends. 
T hen the process described above will be 
gone through.— A la th i Free Frets. 


Tiie C ottony C ushion Scale. 
T he Riverside From und Ifvrticiiltnriit 
publishes th e follow ing interesting latter 
concerning the w hite scale, w hich was read 
at a recent m eeting o f tlic San Diego H istor­ 
ical Society :

D e a r S ir : I m uch regret that I can give 
you uo m ore certain inform ation as to the 
original hom e o f the lecrya purchati than 
th is : T h at New Zealand is certainly not 
its hom e, and th at A ustralia probably is. 
It cam e to New Zealand about th e year 
1877, and first appeared iu A uckland upon 
a hedge ot prickly or (kangaroo) acacia, an 
A ustralian plant.' W hen 1 first saw it there 
in 1878. it had alm ost destroyed the hedge 
(w hich was about tw enty yards long) and 
the insects were clustered in hundreds on 
th e dying plants. 
I did not know then as 
m uch as I do now about coccids; but I ad­ 
vised the ow ner strongly to burn every 
stick of the hedge. 
H e neglected m y ad­ 
vice. 
A t the first visit icerva was on that 
hedge alone, as far as I could see. 
1 vis­ 
ited A uckland again four years afterwards, 
or so, and icerya had then spread over a 
large area about the city and num bers of 
different plants. Since then it has invaded, 
w ith terrible effect, a great portion of the 
N orth Island of New Zealand 
and the 
w arm er parts of th e South. 
It is now 
firm ly established, and the supine careless­ 
ness ol the ¡>eople allow it to ravage whole 
districts at will. 
B ut it is certainly, as the 
above shows, not a native of New Zealand. 
I understand th at it appeared at theC ape 
of Good H ope som e years ago (long before 
it was establishe 1 in this country), and the 
people there called it the “ A ustralian bug." 
As th e course of traffic is usually from the 
Cape to A ustralia, I suppose it m ust have 
been taken there by people going to the 
diam ond fields from Sydney or M elbourne. 
In 1880, I th in k , I ^ i s on a visit to M el­ 
bourne. and took T ru n for a day u p to 
B allarat. 
T here I saw on various trees in 
a garden num bers of coccids, w hich I be­ 
lieve to have been im m ature icerya. 
I was 
not in a position at the tim e to bring away 
any specim ens, nor even to m ake m ore 
th an th e m ost cursory observation. 
B ut if 
these wore not Icerya purcltati. thev were 
som ething very closely allied to it. ' 
On the whole, from the above facts I feel 
convinced th at A us ti alia is the country 
w hich has m ade to us and to you a present 
of this rem arkably objectionable pest. 
I am bound to say that 1 have never seen 
the Icerya mcehari of M auritius alive. 
I 
have received specim ens in spirits,and they 
do not agree w ith Icerya purchati. 
But 
in iriit t> ere not be tw o in M auritius? 
If so, the exportation of sugar from th at 
island to A ustralia, to the Cape, to Califor­ 
nia and New Zealand, m ight well account 
for Icerya purchati in all those countries. 
I have several tim es tried to obtain som e 
inform ation from M auritius, bu t w ith no 
effect. 
Nov.-, as to n atu ral enem ies. 
As far as 
our experience iroes, Iceyra purchati has 
none au. h in th is country. T he only eoc- 
cids which I have found attacked by para­ 
sites here are som e Ieeanids (chiefly o f m y 
genus tenochiton), one or tw o diaspids and 
a dactylopius. 
B irds do no t eat icerya, 
and, in fact, we have n o thing here to chécK 
its increase, to m y knowledge. 
W hether 
the hym enopterous parasites of tenochiton 
w ill som e day attack icerya cannot now be 
said ; but everybody will devoutly hope 
th at they m ay, and soon. 
I shall have great pleasure in forw arding 
to you a copy of the w ork now in the press 
on New Z ealand coccids, w hich will be 
out, I hope, th is m onth. 
If it were not 
too im portunate, I w ould venture to ask 
you to send m e w hatever publication of 
th e sam e kind you could easily let m e 
have from California.

in terv als, p u t a little w ell-ro tted m a n u re 
a ro u n d th e m if y o u h av e it, p ru n e u n - 
s[iarin g ly . an d w ait. 
W h e n it gets in to a 
h e a lth y co n d itio n th e b u sh w ill bloom in 
an o rth o d o x fash io n , an d n o t before. S om e 
v arieties o f roses, too, do n o t bloom p er­ 
fectly u n til th ey a tta in a certain m a tu rity , 
th erefo re if a b u sh ab so lu tely refuses to 
g iv e good resu lts after carefu l a tten tio n 
p aid it for so m e tim e, do n o t d estro y it, for 
it m a y , if y o u p ersist in y o u r a tte n tio n , all 
at o n ce asto n ish y o u by lovely bloom s. 
A n o th rr th in g essen tial to th e p ro d u ctio n 
o f fine roses is th e rem o v al o f all d ead or 
d y in g on es as th e y ap p ear. 
It is n o t n e­ 
cessary to set a p a rt a c ertain d ay on w h ich 
to sp en d h o u rs for th is p u rp o se, b u t w hen 
w alk in g a m o n g y o u r b u sh e s o r p ick in g 
from th e m , g et in to a h a b it o f p u llin g oil 
th e w ilted flow ers a n d h a lf form ed seed 
pods a s y o u see th e m . 
T h e process o f 
fo rm in g seeds is a very e x h a u stin g one, 
a n d sh o u ld be p rev en ted as m u ch as pos­ 
sible. 
INSECTS AND DISEASES. 
T h e re are m a n y in sect en em ies o f th e 
rose, a ll o f w h ich w ill g en erally y ield easily 
to th e rig h t tre a tm e n t if persisted in. 
S o m etim es th e y o tin g sh o o ts w ill be p e r­ 
fectly sw a rm in g w ith th e sm a ll green ap h is, 
cau sin g g re a t alarm in tiic in ex p erien ced 
b reast, th o u g h in re a lity d o in g n o g reat 
b a rm . 
These" m a y be g otten rid o f by 
sy rin g in g w ith 
w ater iu 
w h ich u b ttle 
w h ale-o il so a p h as been dissolved, o r lack ­ 
in g th is, stro n g so ap su d s w ill do very w ell. 
I f very stro n g , th e p la n t sh o u ld be rin sed 
w ith clear w ater. S lu g s m ay be d o n e aw ay 
w ith b y th e sa m e rem ed ies i f th o ro u g h ly 
ap p lied . 
T n e red sp id e r often attack s roses 
in d o o rs, th o u g h I h av e n ev er seen h im on 
th o se o u tsid e. 
In a n y case, m o istu re an d 
cold are fatal to h im , a n d a th o ro u g h 
d re n c h in g w ith cold w ater sev eral tim es 
fla k in g care th a t th e u n d e r sides o f th e 
leaves a re w etted), g e n erally doe* th e b u si­ 
n ess. 
T h e m ealy b u g is seldom very 
tro u b le so m e, b u t m ay be k illed by th e ap ­ 
p licatio n of a d ro p o t alco h o l at th e b ase o f 
th e le a f w h ere h e nestles. 
R ed roses seem 
to be m o re liab le to d isease th a n a n y o th e r 
k in d , ju d g in g from m 3’ aw n ex p erien ce. 
A s a ru le, alw ay s p la n t crim so n o r red 
roses in th e h o tte st su u for best results. 
W h en p lan ted iu a sh a d y o r p a rtia lly sh a d y 
spot, th e y a re ap t to be attack ed b y m ildew 
—a w h itish b lig h t w h icn c u rls ih e leaves 
a n d re ta rd s th e g ro w th o f th e p la n t. 
T h is, 
h o w ev er, by carefu l a tte n tio n in th e w av o f 
dig g in g a ro u n d th e m , a n d m ay b e a little 
p ru n in g , cgn g en erally be o v erco m e o r o u t­ 
g ro w n .

TH E SHOCK IN NEVABA. 
Carson, Ju n e 3d.—T he earthquake shock 
at 2:48 th is m orning woke everybody up 
and the streets were filled w ith people. 
Pictures and plaster fell in bouses. A large 
am o u n t of plaster fell in th e Suprem e 
Court-room in the Capitol building. Sev­ 
eral stone and biick buildings were badly 
cracked. 
Shultz’ stone m arket was the 
w orst dam aged of all. 
Liard's brick house in Genoa, ju st built, 
w ill have to be knocked dow n. 
A deep fissure was opened in th e ground 
in Douglass county, from w hich hot water 
is pouring. 
Shaw 's hot springs are reported dried up, 
but th e hot springs at th e State Prison 
have largely Increased their flow. 
T he tuosi uam age to any private house 
was to th at of ex-G ovem or A dam s. A good 
deal of glassware and crockery was broken. 
T he nature of th e shock was rotary. 
V ir g in ia, J u n e 3d.—A severe shock of 
earthquake visited this locality at 2:47 this 
m orning, w hich lasted th irty seconds. T he 
vibrations were from east to west, and it set 
several buildings to m oving. 
T he sensa­ 
tion produced was sim ilar to th a t experi­ 
enced by the earth upheaving suddenly 
and striking some object m ore bulky and 
solid than itself, causing it to vibrate and 
trem ble, 
l ’eopie rushed from th eir houses 
in to th e streets, and in a few m inutes after 
th e shock C street was thronged. 
T he bell 
at the -Corporation-house was rung. 
In 
upper stories m antle and bureau ornam ents 
were hurled to the floor. 
M iners com ing oil shift, over the Divide 
or w orking in the Gold H ill m ines say 
they plainly saw buildings vibrating. T he 
earth seem ed to be m oving from th eir feet. 
O thers claim to have been affected w ith 
naseau, 
sim ilar to seasickness. 
M iners 
underground distinctly felt the shock and 
observed the tim bering of th e drifts m ov­ 
ing thirteen h u ndred feet below the su r­ 
face. 
It is stated, however, th at the shock

On 
th at evening Mr. Justice Boucaut was fish­ 
ing in his dingey, but w ithout m uch sport, 
save in sm ail sharks and dog sharks. 
To­ 
wards evening Mr. B oucaut started for his 
yacht, sitting in th e stern sheets of his din ­ 
gey, w ith his yacht m aster (II. H arris), 
row ing. 
One of the sharks which they 
had hooked, about fonr or five feet long, 
having got away by breaking the hook, the 
Judge was relating to his m an that he 
ought to have followed the advice given 
him by M r. Justice Bundey several years 
ago, never to fish in a dingey at Black 
P o in t w ithout a rille or a bayonet, and was 
relating or had ju st related w hat led to 
that advice, nam ely, th at he had seen Mr. 
Justice B undey’s dingey towed about by a 
shark in that particular spot, when Mr. 
Boucaut received a very severe blow in 
the hollow of the back." w hich knocked 
him off the seat over the alter thw art of 
the dingey on to the m an who was rowing. 
The paddles were unshipped from the row ­ 
locks and the boat sent forward w ith a 
sharp spin. Seizing a naddle and turning 
round, Mr. B oucaut ju st saw a large shark 
disappear with a heavy flap of his tail on 
the surface ot th e wa er. which is there­ 
about only six or seven feet deep. 
Mr. 
H arris says the creature was as long as the 
dingey, w hich is thirte®n feet in length. 
W hether the blow w hich th e Judge re­ 
ceived cam e directly irorn the shark or in ­ 
directly through th e stern of the dingey he 
cannot say. 
Mr. Boucaut’s dingey is "one 
of the very best ot its size ever built, and

B ut we were guided 
by the holes which they had cut for gates, 
and the heans o f fresh chips like sawdust, 
w hich they had throw n up. A few strokes 
of the ax sufficed to split or knock to 
pieces th e old stum ps and expose the long 
tunnels and netw ork of cross-nastages in­ 
side. 
M any o f these we found packed 
with dorm ant ants, and had only to scoop 
them into our pail. 
In one log. I rem em ­ 
ber th at we sirep rd out not less th an a 
quart, and a quart of ants m ust contain at 
least ten thousand, even of these large ones.
